GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G- 






AN ORDINANCE dealing with animal 
control, care and disposition, creating an 
animal control commission, the rigid enforcement 
of laws dealing with animals and repealing all 
ordinances in conflict herewith 


General Purpose 


It is the purpose of this ordinance to establish ino 
the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, provisions for control of 
animals and for their proper care and disposition, to rigidly 
enforce all laws dealing with animals, and to set up an animal 
control commission and executive director thereof to supervise 
the operation and control of animals. 

This ordinance repeals Section 6-1 to and including 
Section 6-29 of the Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, of 
1974, and the following is substituted therefor: 

ARTICLE I 
DEFINITIONS 


Section 6-1 

ALTERED ANIMAL: Any animal that has been operated on to prevent 
it from procreating. 

ANIMAL: Any living vertebrate, domestic or wild, except a 

human being. 

ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION: Animal Control Commission shall be 
the governing board. 

ANIMAL CONTROL SHELTER: The municipally owned facility 
established for the -purpose of animal control, care and 
disposition, as set forth in this ordinance, operated by and 
under the direct supervision of the Fort Wayne Animal Control 
Commission and the Executive Director of the Shelter. 

AUCTION: Any place or facility where animals are regularly 

bought or sold or traded, except for those facilities otherwise 
defined in this ordinance or State law. 

BREEDER: Any person who for compensation causes the breeding 
or selling of any dog or cat or makes any dog or cat available 
for breeding purposes. 

CATTERY: Any person, group of persons, partnership or corpora¬ 

tion owning or harboring more than eight (8) cats. 

CIRCUS: A commercial variety show featuring animal acts for 

public entertainment. 

COMMERCIAL ANIMAL EXHIBIT: Display or show of wild or domestic 
animals in a shopping center, retail establishment or adjacent 
lot, for the purpose of promoting retail sales. 
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GROOMING SHOP: A commercial establishment where animals are 
bathed, clipped, plucked or otherwise groomed. 


GUIDE DOGS: Dogs trained to assist the handicapped. 

HUMANE SOCIETY: Any not for profit organization for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals incorporated under the laws 
of the State of Indiana. 

KENNEL; Any person, group of persons, partnership or corporation 
engaged in the keeping of more than three (3) dogs, or the 
business of boarding, or training for a fee, or grooming. 

OWNER: A person having the right of property or custody of a 

dog or cat or who keeps or harbors a dog or cat or knowingly 
permits a dog or cat to remain on or about any premises 
occupied by that person. 

PERSON: A person, for purposes of this ordinance, shall be 

defined as an individual, firm, corporation, or commercial 
establishment. 

PET: Any animal owned or harbored by any person, group of 

persons, partnership or corporation* except guide dogs, or 
Police or canine governmental dogs. 

PET SHOP; Any person, group of persons, partnership, or corpora¬ 
tion whether operated separately or in connection with another 
business enterprise, except for a licensed cattery or kennel, 
that buys, sells, or offers for sale any species of animal. 

PUBLIC NUISANCE; Any animal which; 

1. Interferes with passerbys or passing vehicles, 

2. Attacks other animals or person, 

3. Trespasses on school grounds, 

4. Is repeatedly at large or unrestrained, 

5. Damages private or public property, or 

6. Barks, whines or howls or makes other sounds common 
to its species in excess. 

RABIES VACCINATION: The injection, by a licensed veterinarian, 
of a dog, cat, or other animal with a rabies vaccine licensed 
by the U.S.D.A. and approved by the Indiana State Board of 
Animal Health. 

RESTRAINT; A dog or cat shall be considered under restraint if 
it is within the real property limits of the responsible party 
or secured by a leash or lead. 

RIDING SCHOOL OR STABLE: Any place which has available for hire, 
boarding or riding instruction, any horse, pony, donkey, mule 
or bur.ro. 

RODEO: A performance featuring bronc riding, steer wrestling, 

calf roping, greased pig contest or bull riding. 

VETERINARY HOSPITAL: Any establishment maintained and operated 
by a licensed veterinarian for the purpose of hospitalization 
of animals or the diagnosis and treatment of diseases and 
injuries of animals. 

VICIOUS ANIMAL: Any animal that has, without provocation, 
attacked a human being. 
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WILD ANIMAL; Any living vertebrate animal normally found in 
the wild state. 


ZOOLOGICAL PARK: Any facility, other than a pet shop, display¬ 
ing or exhibiting one or more species of non-domestic animals, 
operated by a person, partnership, corporation or government 
agency. 

ARTICLE II 

FORT WAYNE ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION 


Section 6-2 FORMATION 

(1) ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION: The Animal Control Shelter 
shall be operated by a voting five (5) member board, 
so named the Fort Wayne Animal Control Commission. 

The Commission members shall be appointed to serve a 
three (3) year term, terms to be staggered. No limit 
shall be set on numbers of terms a Commissioner can 
serve, all members to serve without compensation. 

a. Three (3) of the Commission members shall be 
appointed by the Mayor. The two (2) remaining 
members of the Commission shall be appointed by 
the City Council. 

b. This selection shall not be based on political 
affiliations, but on interest in animal care and 
control and knowledge of same. 

(2) Organizational meeting: 

a. The 1st meeting of the Commission shall be 
convened by the Executive Director of the Shelter. 

b. The Commission shall elect a Chairman, Vice 
Chairman, and a Secretary from among its members. 

c. The Secretary shall be charged with the duty of 
keeping and maintaining the minutes and other 
records of the Animal Control Commission. 

(3) Meetings, Rules and Regulations: The Commission shall 
meet at least once each month, or upon special call 

by the Chairman, or upon the written request to the 
Chairman by any three (3) members. It shall adopt 
rules and regulations as may be necessary or appro¬ 
priate in its judgment to carry out the provisions 
of the ordinances and laws under which it exists 
and performs its functions. 

(4) Quorum: Three (3) members of the Animal Control 
Commission shall constitute a quorum to do business. 

(5) Vacancies: In the case of a vacancy in office due to 
death, resignation, incapacity, removal or otherwise, 
the appointment to fill the vacancy so occurring 
shall be made by the original appointing body for the 
unexpired term only and shall be subject to the 
provisions stated in Section 6-2 (1). 

Section 6-3 DUTIES AND POWERS OF ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION 

(1) To cause to be enforced all city ordinances and/or 
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State laws regarding animal care and control. 


(2) To maintain and operate the city's Animal Control 
Shelter or shelters which have been designated for 
the humane sheltering or protection and disposition 
of animals coming into its custody. 

(3) To purchase all necessary materials for the proper 
and efficient performance of the services and work 
required of the Shelter, consistant with the city's 
duly established purchasing procedures. 

(4) To cause to be picked up and transported to the 
Animal Control Shelter all unwanted animals, all 
animals illegally at large, and all sick, diseased, 
injured, lost, strayed, stolen, or abandoned 
animals. Those animals whose owners request may be 
promptly euthanized at the Shelter. In addition, 
any animal which appears to be ill and would pose a 
health hazard to other animals; or any animal which 
is injured so that it cannot rest comfortably for a 
minimum of three (3) working days may be destroyed 
immediately as so authorized by the Executive 
Director or his/her authorized agent. All other 
animals shall be kept at the Shelter or place designa¬ 
ted by the Shelter for a period of not less than 
three (3) working days to afford owners the opportunity 
to claim the animal. After such period of time, 
unclaimed animals shall be placed in a suitable home, 
retained at the Shelter or euthanized. Animals 
released to the Shelter by their owners, or impounded 
animals not claimed within the legal time become 

the property of the Shelter and disposition may be 
made at the Shelter's discretion. 

(5) To cause to be picked up and disposed of all dead 
animals found in or on any street or sidewalk, alley 
or other public place in the City. 

(6) To cause to be investigated all reports and complaints 
concerning any inhumane treatment or practices per¬ 
taining to animals within the City. To cause to be 
impounded all animals found in conditions adverse to 
their health and safety at the Shelter or suitable 
place so designated by the Shelter. Impounded 

animals are to be retained in the custody of the Shelter, 
or Shelter's agent, until such time as the court 
shall decide the disposition of the animal or the 
Shelter can make the arrangements necessary for the 
animal's health and safety with its owner. 

(7) To enter into contracts with any municipalities or 
governmental units or any person, association or 
corporation for the collection, transportation, 
sheltering and disposal by the Shelter for sick, 
diseased, injured, illegally at large, lost, 
strayed or abandoned animals provided that no such 
services be extended by the Shelter outside the City, 
except under written contract with the unit, person, 
association or corporation concerned and at a charge 
based upon the actual cost of such services, including 
overhead; provided that no such contract shall be 
effective except upon the approval of the City 
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Attorney or a duly designated Associate, as to form 
and legality, the approval of the Mayor, and the 
ratification by City Council. 

(8) To employ all personnel necessary for the efficient 
performance of the duties required of the Shelter. 

(9) To prepare and submit to the City Council through the 
City Controller, an annual budget, for its financing 
of its operations and performance of its duties. 

(10) To submit to the Mayor, and to the City Council, no 
later than January 30th of each year, a report of its 
activities and operations for the prior year. 

(11) To establish reasonable fees to be charged to persons 
reclaiming and adopting animals, and to collect such 
fees, such fees to be adopted only after Commission 
approval and submission to the Mayor and City Council. 

(12) To provide that all dogs and/or cats released for 
adoption, shall be spayed or neutered and provisions 
made for a program to monitor said spay/neuter plan. 

ARTICLE III 

ANIMAL CARE REGULATIONS 
Section 6-4 ANIMAL CARE REGULATIONS 

(1) No person shall confine or allow their animal to remair 
outside during weather conditions which would consti-r 
tute a health hazard to the animal without providing 
appropriate shelter. 

(2) No animal shall be hitched, tied or fastened by any 
rope, chain or cord that is directly attached to 
the animal's neck or choke collar. Animals that 
must be tied, hitched or fastened to restrain them 
must wear a properly fitted collar or harness. The 
tying device shall be attached to the animal's 
collar or harness. 

(3) All animals shall have fresh, potable drinking water 
and be provided with food that is nutritional for 
that species. 

(4) Cats and dogs over the age of six (6) months must be 
vaccinated by a licensed veterinarian against rabies, 
and must wear a tag at all times attached to a 
properly fitted collar or harness. 

(5) All animals shall be provided with necessary medical 
care in addition to the required rabies vaccination. 

(6) Persons responsible for an animal shall immediately 
remove the animal's excrement from public lands or 
the property of another, excepting a blind person 
working with a guide dog. 

(7) All animals, where kept inside, or in a pen, tied, 
fastened, hitched, leashed, or enclosed in a fence 
shall be kept in a sanitary manner. The persons

responsible for the animal(s) shall regularly and as 
often as necessary to prevent odor or health and 
sanitation problems, maintain all animal areas or 
areas of animal contact. 

No wild or exotic animal shall be kept within the 
City without the necessary State and/or Federal 
permits. 

All animals shall be properly restrained as defined 
in this ordinance. 

No person owning, harboring or responsible for an 
animal shall beat, cruelly treat, neglect, torment, 
overload, overwork, or otherwise abuse any animal. 

No person shall permit or conduct any dog fight, 
cockfight, or other combat between animals or between 
animals and humans. 

No person shall set any type of poisonous substance 
or bait within the city limits that is deemed harmful 
to any domestic animal; provided, however, that 
controlled programs under the direction of the City 
Board of Health or a licensed extermination service 
may be excluded. 

Any person who causes injury or death to an animal 
while operating a motor vehicle shall stop at once, 
assess the extent of injury, and immediately notify 
the owner or Animal Control Shelter of the location 
of the animal. 

No animal shall be left unattended in a vehicle when 
the conditions in that vehicle would constitute a 
health hazard to the animal. 

No animal may be induced or encouraged to perform 
through the use of chemical, mechanical, electrical, 
or manual devices in a manner which will cause, or is 
likely to cause physical injury or suffering. 

Every female dog or cat in heat shall be confined in 
a secure building or enclosure so as to prevent 
conception except during instances of planned 
breeding. 

No person shall abandon or cause to be abandoned 
any animal anywhere within the City limits in any 
public or private place, way or building. 

No person shall own or harbor a public nuisance as 
defined in this ordinance. 

No person shall own or harbor a vicious animal as 
defined in this ordinance. 

No person shall sell, offer for sale, trade, barter, 
or give away any live animal, fish, bird, or reptile 
as a prize for, or as an inducement to enter a place 
of amusement; or offer such vertebrate as an incentive 
to enter any business establishment or enter into any 
business agreement whereby the offer was made for the 
purpose of attracting trade, for business other than 
establishments selling animals as their primary business. 
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(21) No person shall sell, offer for sale, trade, or 
barter any animal whose appearance has been chemically

(22) No person shall sell, offer for sale, barter, or give 
away baby rabbits, chicks, goslings, ducklings or 
other fowl as pets or novelties. This section shall 
not be construed to prohibit the sale or display of 
baby rabbits, chicks, goslings, ducklings or other 
fowl in proper brooder facilities by hatcheries or 
stores engaged in the business of selling them to be 
raised for commercial purposes. 

(23) No person shall keep or maintain any coop in which 
chickens, ducks, turkeys or other domestic fowl and 
poultry are kept within a distance of less than 
fifty (50) feet from any dwelling. 

(24) No person shall conduct or allow the following events 
within the City Limits: 

a. Rodeos 

b. Donkey Basketball Games 

c. Greased Pig Contests 

(25) No person other than a duly authorized agent of the 
Animal Control Shelter may destroy any domestic 
animal within the City limits; provided, however, 
this provision shall not apply to the following: 

a. a licensed veterinarian 

b. those persons acting in immediate self 
protection 

c. City Police Officers or Firemen acting to 
prevent undue suffering. 

(26) No person shall permit the continuous barking, whining, 
or howling of a dog. When called, the Humane Shelter 
will investigate promptly and maintain records, on the 
violation in such a manner that will permit expeditious 
follow-up and enforcement. After the second offense, 
the offending party shall be subject to Article VII, 
Section 6-20. 

(27) No person shall interfere with an Animal Control 
Officer in the pursuit of his/her duties as an Officer. 

(28) Violations of the provisions of this Section may 
result in impoundment of the animal(s) in accordance 
with Section 6-21. 

(29) Any violation of the above paragraphs 1 to. 26 will 
result in a fine in accordance with Article VII, 
Penalties/Violations. 

Section 6-5 LOST OR STRAY ANIMALS 

(1) Persons finding a stray animal are to notify the 
Animal Control Shelter, within 48 hours. At the 
discretion of the Shelter, the animal may be kept by 
the finder and a found report left with the Shelter, 
to enable the finder an opportunity to return the 
animal to its rightful owner. Upon demand by the 
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Animal Control Shelter, any found animal will be 
surrendered to the Shelter and held for three (3) 
working days, before a disposition is made. Persons 
finding an animal are obligated to comply with all 
rules and regulations of this ordinance pertaining 
to humane care and treatment of animals, while said 
animal is in their custody awaiting return to its 
actual owner. 

ARTICLE IV 
BITING ANIMALS 

Section 6-6 BITING ANIMALS 

(1) The person responsible for any animal which has bitten 
a person or another animal must report the incident 

to the Animal Control Shelter. Upon receiving the 
report of a bite, the Shelter will quarantine the 
animal for ten (10) days with the place of confinement 
to be in the discretion of the Animal Control Shelter. 
During the quarantine period, the animal is to be 
securely confined and kept from contact with any 
other animal or person. 

(2) No person other than an Animal Control Officer or 
veterinarian shall kill or cause to be killed any 
animal suspected of being rabid except in cases of 
immediate self protection. If that occurs, the person 
will retain the body and immediately notify the Animal 
Control Shelter. 

ARTICLE V 
PERMITS 

Section 6-7 PET OWNER'S PERMIT 

(1) Any person owning, keeping, harboring or having custody 
of any dog or cat over the age of six (6) months must 
obtain a pet owner's permit; provided, however, that 

no pet permit shall be required of any Humane Society, 
municipal animal control facility or governmental 
agency, or guide dog. Animals belonging to those 
agencies or persons will be issued complimentary 
tags. 

(2) A durable tag stamped with permit number and year of 
issuance will be provided to pet permit holders for 
each permit granted. Dogs and cats must wear their 
tags at all times on their collars, except when 
involved in any organized show, obedience demonstration, 
training situation or under the care of a licensed 
veterinarian. 

Section 6-8 KENNEL/CATTERY PERMITS 

(1) Any person owning or harboring more than three (3) 

dogs over the age of six (6) months must apply for a 

kennel/cattery permit. 

(2) Any person owning or harboring more than eight (8) 

cats over the age of six (6) months must apply for a 

kennel/cattery permit.

(3) Permit holder has right to request that any dog or 
cat accepted be vaccinated against common diseases 
and proof of such vaccination be furnished to the 
kennel/cattery operator. Any dog or cat accepted 
must be in compliance with the rabies vaccination 
requirements of this ordinance. 

(4) All kennel/cattery operators shall take care to house 
animals in a sanitary manner. Appropriate care, 
medical services and housing shall be given according 
to individual breeds. 

(5) In the event that an animal dies while being boarded 
or while in training, the body shall be preserved 
until owner's return or taken to a licensed veterin¬ 
arian for an autopsy. 

Section 6-9 BREEDER'S PERMIT 

(1) Any person who for compensation causes the breeding 
or selling of any dog or cat or makes any dog or cat 
available for breeding purposes must obtain a 
breeder's permit. 

(2) Each person subject to the provisions of this ordin¬ 
ance shall not allow the whelping of more than one (1) 
litter per female dog or cat in a twelve (12) month 
period. 

(3) Any person who advertises the availability of any 
animal(s) must also advertise the valid permit number. 

(4) All animals offered for sale must be immunized against 
common diseases. 

(5) No puppy or kitten under the age of eight (8) weeks 
may be sold, offered for sale or given away 
(exception being litters taken to the Animal Control 
Shelter). 

(6) Permit holder will furnish warranty of health for a 
period of not less than one (1) week with recommendak- 
tion to have examined by licensed veterinarian for 
each animal sold. 

Section 6-10 VETERINARY HOSPITALS/CLINICS 

(1) All animals shall be housed humanely and in a sanitary 
manner. 

(2) Veterinarians shall keep records of each animal 
accepted for treatment, diagnosis, or routine health 
care. 

(3) Veterinarians who engage in boarding, grooming or 
other business in addition to the treatment and/or 
medical care of animals shall obtain a permit as 
herein provided. 

Section 6-11 GROOMING SHOP!PERMIT 

(1) Any person who has a grooming shop as defined in this 
ordinance shall obtain a grooming shop permit. 

(2) Permit holder has the right to request that any dog 
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or cat accepted for grooming be vaccinated against 
common diseases, and require proof of such vaccina¬ 
tions be furnished to the shop operator. 

Section 6-12 PET SHOP PERMIT 

(1) Any person operating a pet shop as defined in this 
ordinance shall obtain a pet shop permit. 

(2) The permit holder shall furnish the purchaser a written 
statement at the time of sale containing the 
following: 

a. Date of sale, 

b. Name, address and telephone number of 
purchaser and permit holder, 

c. Permit number of permit holder, 

d. Breed, description, approximate age and sex 
of dog, cat or other animal sold. (Small 

mammals,' parrot type-birds and fish not included.) 

e. Prophylactic medication and immunization and 
dates administered, 

f. Internal parasite medication(s) and date(s) 
administered, 

g. A guarantee of good health for a period of 
not less than one (1) week with recommendation 
to have the animal examined by a licensed 
veterinarian. 

The permit holder shall retain a copy of the written 
statement for a period of twelve (12) months from the 
date of sale. 

(3) The Animal Control Officer or Health Department may 
restrict the sale of any animal suspected of being 
diseased or otherwise unfit for sale. An examination 
by a licensed veterinarian may be requested at the 
expense of the enforcing agency. 

a. The permit holder shall reimburse the enforc¬ 
ing agency's veterinary fees if the inspection 
by the veterinarian concludes the animal to 

be unfit for sale at the time of inspection. 

b. The inspection is to be made by veterinarian 
within twenty-four (24) hours of the 
enforcing agency's determination that the 
said animal is not fit for sale. 

(4) All pet shops defined herein and stores selling 
animals, birds, reptiles and fish as pets shall take 
care to house animals in a sanitary manner, appropriate 
medical services, care, and housing shall be given 
according to individual species needs. 

Section 6-13 CIRCUSES AND COMMERCIAL ANIMAL EXHIBITS 

(1) Any person who is responsible for a Circus or a 

Commercial Animal Exhibit as defined by this ordinance 
must obtain a Circus or. Commercial Animal Exhibit permit. 

Section 6-14 ZOOLOGICAL PARKS 

(1) Zoological Parks shall be issued complimentary permits 
at no fee. 
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Section 6-15 ANIMAL CONTROL SHELTER/HUMANE SOCIETY 

(1) No permit shall be required of the animal control 
shelter or Humane Society; however, all other 
provisions of this ordinance shall apply. 

ARTICLE VI 

PERMIT APPLICATIONS/INSPECTIONS/FEES 
Section 6-16 APPLICATION/TERM 

(1) Application for permits may be made at the City Con¬ 
troller's Office or designated facility, or by mail, 
and shall include name, address of applicant, type of 
permit applied for, number and description of 
animal(s), proof of rabies vaccination, information 
regarding sterilization, and appropriate fee. 

a. All applicants must be in compliance with 
zoning and all other applicable state or 
local laws. 

b. Those permits that require prior inspection 
will not be issued until proof of such 
inspection is made available to Controller's 
Office by the inspecting agency. 

(2) Permits are' to be issued for a term of one (1) year, 
commencing with the first day of February and 
expiring at midnight on the last day of the licensing 
period. Application for permit may be made from 
February 1 through April 30 without penalty. After 
April 30, all applicants will be required to pay an 
additional Five Dollars ($5.00) for each permit re¬ 
quired; provided, however, circuses, performing 
animal acts, or exhibitions shall be exempt from the 
penalty. 

(3) Upon issuance. City Controller's Office shall issue a 
permit in written form which includes number of 
permit, type of permit, and all pertinent information. 
In addition, the Controller's Office shall issue a 
durable tag stamped with permit number and year of 
issuance for each pertinent permit. 

(4) The Controller's Office shall maintain records of the 
identifying permit number and make such records 
available in written form to the Animal Control 
Shelter. 

(5) All fees shall be paid at time of application, and 
prior to the issuance of the permit. 

Section 6-17 INSPECTION 

(1) Whenever it is necessary to make an inspection to 

enforce any of the provisions of, or perform any duty 
imposed by this ordinance, or when there is reasonable 
cause to believe that there exists in any building or upon 
any premises, any violation of the provisions of this 
ordinance, or state or federal laws, an Animal Control 
Officer, Board of Health Officer or their authorized 
agent, is authorized to enter such property at any 
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reasonable time and to inspect the same and to perform 
any duty imposed by this ordinance; provided that: 

a. If the property is. occupied, the officer shall 
first present proper credentials to the 
occupant and request entry explaining the 
reasons therefor; and 

b. If the property is unoccupied, the officer 
shall make a reasonable effort to locate the 
owner or other persons having control of the 
property and request entry explaining the 
reasons therefor. 

(2) In the event that the Animal Control Officer, Board 
of Health Officer, or their authorized agent, has 
reasonable cause to believe that the keeping or 
maintaining of any animal is so hazardous, unsafe or 
dangerous as to require immediate inspection to 
safeguard the animal, or the public health or safety, 
the officer is authorized to immediately enter the 
property or premises and inspect the property and the 
officer may use any reasonable means to effect such 
entry and to make such inspection. If the property 
is occupied, the officer shall first present proper 
credentials and demandentry, explaining the reasons 
therefor. 

(3) If entry is refused or cannot be obtained because the 
owner or other person having charge or control of the

ARTICLE VIII 
IMPOUNDMENT/REDEMPTION 
Section 6-21 IMPOUNDMENT 

(1) Animals found in cruel, abusive, or neglectful 
situations as defined in this ordinance may be promptly 
impounded if no immediate contact with a responsible 
person can be made; provided, however, that the 
Animal Control Officer shall leave written notice say¬ 
ing the location of the animal and the reason for 
impoundment. 

(2) Animals so removed will be impounded and held at the 
Animal Control Shelter or designated facility until 
such time violator is in compliance with this 
ordinance; provided, however, that in no event shall 
this period exceed ten (10) days, at which time the 
animal shall become the property of the Animal Control 
Shelter, or for the Animal Control Officer to have 
ample time to prepare a court case if prosecution is 
warranted. 

(3) Animals waiting disposition by the courts shall remain 
in the custody of the Animal Control Shelter until 
such disposition is made or placed in a foster home 
until legal arrangements have been completed. 

(4) Animals so removed may be transported to a licensed 
veterinarian for examination and/or treatment. If, 
in the opinion of said veterinarian, the animal must 

be destroyed, euthanasia will be performed immediately. 
Costs of treatment, euthanasia, and/or care shall be 
the responsibility of the owner/agent. 

Section 6-22 REDEMPTION 

(1) A person may reclaim an animal in the custody of the 
Animal Control Shelter upon providing the following: 

a. Proof of ownership, 

b. Payment of redemption fee and any other 
service/medical fees, 

as approved by the Animal Control Commission. 

(2) Stray or at large animals will be held three (3) 
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working days at the Animal Control Shelter, pursuant 
to Section 6-3,4. 

(3) Unclaimed animals become the property of the Animal 
Control Shelter and may be placed for adoption or 
humanely euthanized, pursuant to Section 6-3,4. 


ARTICLE IX

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO . G- 


AN ORDINANCE dealing with animal 
control , care and disposition, creating an 
animal control commission, the rigid enforcement 
of laws dealing with animals and repealing all 
ordinances in conflict herewith 


General Purpose 

It is the purpose of this ordinance to establish in the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana provisions for control of animals and for their proper 
care and disposition, to rigidly enforce all laws dealing with animals, and 
to set up an animal control commission and executive director thereof to 
supervise the operation and control of animals, 

This ordinance repeals Section 6-1 to and including Section 
6-29 of the Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana of 1974, and the following 
is substitued therefore: 


ARTICLE I 
DEFINITIONS 


Section 6-1 

ALTERED ANIMAL: Any animal that has been operated on to prevent it from 
procreating. 

ANIMAL: Any living vertebrate ? domestic or wild, except a human being. 

ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION: Animal Control Commission shall be the 
governing board. 

ANIMAL CONTROL SHELTER: The municipally owned facility established 
for the purpose of animal control, care and disposition, as set forth in this 
ordinance, operated by and under the direct supervision of the Fort Wayne 
Animal Control Commission and the Executive Director of the Shelter. 

AUCTION: Any place or facility where animals are regularly bought or sold 
or traded, except for those facilities otherwise defined in this ordinance 
or State law, 

BREEDER: Any person who for compensation causes the breeding or selling 
or any dog or cat or makes any dog or cat available for breeding purposes. 

CATTERY: Any person, group of persons, partnership or corporation owing 
or harboring more than eight (8) cats, 

CIRCUS: A commercial variety show featuring animal acts for public entertainment. 
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GROOMING SHOP: A commercial establishment where animals are bathed, 
clipped, plucked or otherwise groomed, 

GUIDE DOGS: Dogs trained to assist the handi-capped. 

HUMANE SOCIETY: Any not for profit organization for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals incorporated under the laws of the State of Indiana. 

KENNEL: any person, group of persons, partnership or corporation engaged 
in the keeping of more than three (3) dogs, or the business of boarding, 
or training for a fee, or grooming, 

OWNER: A person having the right of property or custody of a dog or cat 
or who keeps or harbors a dog or cat or knowingly permits a dog or cat 
to remain on or about any premises occupied by that person. 

PERSON: A person, for purposed of this ordinance, shall be defined as 
an individual, firm, corporation, or commercial establishment. 

PET: Any animal owned or harbored by any person, group of persons, 
partnership or corporation. Except guide dogs, or Police or canine governmental 
dogs. 

PET SHOP: Any person, group of persons, partnership, or corporation 
whether operated separately or in connection with another business enterprise, 
except for a licensed cattery or kennel, that buys, sells, or offers for sale 
any species of animal, 

PUBLIC NUSIANCE: Any animal which: 

1. Interferes with passerbys or passing vehicles, 

2, Attacks other animals or person. 

3, Trespasses on school grounds, 

4, Is repeatedly at large or unrestrained. 

5. Damages private or public property, or 

6. Barks, whines or howls or makes other sounds common 
to its species in excess, 

RABIES VACCINATION: The injection, by a licensed veterinarian, of a 
dog, cat, or other animal with a rabies vaccine licensed by the U .S .D .A. 
and approved by the Indiana State Board of Animal Health. 

RESTRAINT: A dog or cat shall be considered under restraint if it is within 
the real property limits of the responsible party or secured by a leash or 
lead. 

RIDING SCHOOL OR STABLE: Any place which has available for hire, boarding 
or riding instruction, any horse, pony, donkey, mule or burro. 

RODEO: A performance featuring bronc riding, steer wrestling, calf roping, “ 
greased pig contest or bull riding. 

VETERINARY HOSPITAL: Any establishment maintained and operated by 
a licensed veterinarian for the purpose of hospitalization of animals or the 
diagnosis and treatment of diseases and injuries of animals.

WILD ANIMAL: Any living vertebrate animal normally found in the wild 
state. 


ZOOLOGICAL PARK: Any facility, other than a pet shop, displaying or 
exhibiting one or more species of non-domestic animals, operated by a person, 
partnership, corporation or government agency, 
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ARTICLE II 

FORT WAYNE ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION 
Section 6-2 FORMATION 

(1) ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION: the Animal Control Shelter shall 
be operated by a voting five (5) member board, so named the 
Fort Wayne Animal Control Commission. The Commission members 
shall be appointed to serve a three (3) year term, terms to be 
staggered. No limit shall be set on numbers of terms a Commissioner 
can serve, all member to serve without compensation. 

a. Three (3) of the Commission members shall be appointed 
by the Mayor. At least one of the appointments shall be 
from a list of nominees provided by the Fort Wayne Humane 
Society and Society For The Prevention Of Cruelty To 
Animals. The two (2) remaining members of the Commission 
shall be appointed by the City Council. 

b. This selection shall not be based on political affiliations, 
but on interest in animal care and control and knowledge 
of same. 

(2) Organizational meeting; 

a. The 1st meeting of the Commission shall be convened by the 
Executive Director of the Shelter, 

b. The Commission shall elect a Chairman, Vice Chairman, and 
a Secretary from among its members. 

c. The Secretary shall be charged with the duty of keeping 
and maintaining the minutes and other records of the 
Animal Control Commission. 

(3) Meetings: Rules and Regulations: The Commission shall meet at least 
once each month, or upon special call by the Chairman, or upon the 
written request to the Chairman by any three (3) members. It shall 
adopt rules and regulations as may be necessary or appropriate 

in its judgment to carry out the provisions of the ordinances and laws 
under which it exists and performs its functions. 

(4) Quorum: Three (3) members of the Animal Control Commission shall 
constitute a quorum to do business, 

(5) Vacancies: In the case of a vacancy in office due to death, resignation; 
incapacity, removal or otherwise, the appointment to fill the vacancy 
so occurring shall be made by the original appointing body for the 
unexpired term only and shall be subject to the provisions stated in

Section 6-3 DUTIES AND POWERS OF ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION

To maintain and operate the city's Animal Control Shelter 
or shelters which have been designated for the humane 
sheltering or protection and disposition of animals coming 
into its custody. 


To purchase all necessary materials

d^ily established purchasing procedures. 


To cause to be picked up and transported to the Animal 
Control Shelter all.unwanted animals, all animals illegally 
at large, and all sick, diseased, injured, lost, strayed, 
stolen, or abandoned animals. Those animals whose owners 
request may be promptly euthanized at the Shelter. In 
addition, any animal which appears to be ill and would 
pose a health hazard to other animals; or any animal which 
is injured so that it cannot rest comfortably for a 
minimum of three (3) working days may be destroyed 
immediately as so authorized by. the Executive Director or 
his/her authorized agent. All other animals shall be kept 
at the Shelter or place designated by the Shelter for a 
period of not less than three (3) working days to afford 
owners the opportunity to claim the animal. After such 
period of time, unclaimed animals shall be placed in a 
suitable home, retained at the Shelter or euthanized. 

Animals released to the Shelter by their owners, or impounde i 
animals not claimed within the legal time become the 
property of the Shelter and disposition may be made at the 
Shelter's discretion. 


To cause to be picked up and disposed of all dead animals 
found in or on any street or sidewalk, alley or other 
public place in the City. 

To cause to be investigated all reports and complaints 
concerning any inhumane treatment or practices pertaining 
to animals within the City. To cause to be impounded all* 
animals found in conditions adverse to their health and 
safety at the Shelter or suitable place so designated by 
the Shelter. Impounded animals to be retained in the 
custody of the Shelter or Shelter's agent, until such time 
as the court shall decide the disposition of the animal or 
the Shelter can make the arrangements necessary for the 
animal’s health and safety with its owner. 


To enter into contracts with any municipalities 
or governmental units or any person, association or 
corporation for the collection, transportation, sheltering 
and disposal by the Shelter for sick, diseased, injured, 
illegally at large, lost, strayed or abandoned animals 
provided that no such services be extended by the Shelter 
outside the City, except under written contract with the 
unit, person, association or corporation concerned and at 
a charge based upon the actual cost of such services, 
including overhead; provided that no such contract shall be 
effective except upon the approval of the City Attorney or 
a duly designated Associate, as to form and legality, tlte 
approval of the Mayor, and the ratification by City Council. 

To employ all personnel necessary for the efficient 
performance of the duties required of the Shelter. 
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(9) To prepare and submit to the City Council through the 

City Controller, an annual budget, for its financing of its 
operations and performance of its duties. 

(10) To submit to the Mayor, and to the City Council, no later 
than January 30th of each.year, a report of its activities 
and operations for the prior year. 

(11) To establish reasonable fees to be charged to persons 
reclaiming and adopting animals, and to collect such fees. 
Such fees to be adopted only after Commission approval and 
submission to the Mayor and City Council. 

(12) To provide that all dogs and/or cats released for adoption, 
shall be spayed or neutered and provisions made for a 
program to monitor said spay/neuter plan. 

ARTICLE III . 

ANIMAL CARE REGULATIONS 
Section 6-4 ANIMAL CARE REGULATIONS 

(1) No person shall confine or allox? their animal to remain 

outside during weather conditions which would constiutue a 
health hazard to the animal without providing appropriate 
shelter. 

(2) No animal shall be hitched, tied or fastened by any rope, j 1 
chain or cord that is directly attached to the animal's j 
neck or choke collar. Animals that must be tied, hitched ; 
or fastened to restarain them must wear a properly fitted 
collar or harness. The tying device shall be attached to 
the animal's collar or harness. 

(3) All animals shall have fresh, potable drinking water and 
be provided with food that is nutritional for that species. 

(4) Cats and dogs over the age of six (6) months must be 
vaccinated by a licensed veterinarian against rabies, and 
must wear a tag at all times attached to a properly fitted 
collar or harness. 

(5) All animals shall be provided with necessary medical care 
in addition to the required rabies vaccination. 

(6) Persons responsible for an animal shall immediately remove 
the animal's excrement from public lands or the property 

of another „ execpting a blind person working with a guide dc g 

(7) All animals, where kept inside, or in a pen, tied, 
fastened, hitched, leashed, or enclosed in a fence shall be 
kept in a sanitary manner. The persons responsible for the 
animal(s) shall regularly and as often as necessary to. 
prevent odor or health and sanitation problems, maintain 
all animal areas or areas of animal contact. 

(8) No wild or exotic animal shall be kept within the City 
without the necessary State and/or Federal permits. 

(9) All animals shall be properly restrained as defined in 
this ordinance. 
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(10) No person owning, harboring or responsible for an animal 
shall beat, cruelly treat, neglect, torment, overload, 
overwork, or otherwise abuse any animal. 

(11) No person shall permit or conduct any dog fight, cockfight, 
or other combat between animals or between animals and humans 

(12) No person shall set any type of poisonous substance or 
bait within the city limits that is deemed harmful to any 
domestic animal; provided however, that controlled programs . 
under the direction of the City Board of Health or a 
licensed extermination service may be excluded. 

(13) Any person who causes injury or death to an animal while 
operating a motor vehicle shall stop at once, assess the 
extent of injury, and immediately notify the owner or 
Animal Control Shelter of the location of'the animal. 

(14) No animal shall be left unattended in a vehicle when the 
conditions in that vehicle would constitute a health 
hazard to the animal. 

(15) No animal may be induced or encouraged to perform through 
the use of chemical, mechanical, electrical, or manual 
devices in a manner which will cause, or is likely to 

, cause physical injury or suffering. 

(16) Every female dog or cat in heat shall be confined in a 
secure building or enclosure so as to prevent conception 
except during instances of planned breeding, 

(17) No person shall abandon or cause to be abandoned any animal 
anywhere within the City limits in any public or private 
place, way or building. 

(18) No person shall own or harbor a public nuisance as defined 
in this ordinance. 

(19) No person shall own or harbor a vicious animal as defined 
in this ordinance. 

(20) No person shall sell, offer for sale, trade, barter, or 
give away any live animal, fish, bird, or reptile as a 
prize for, or as an inducement to enter a place of amusement 
or offer such vertebrate as an incentive to enter any 
business establishment or enter into any business agreement 
whereby the offer was made for the purpose of attracting 
trade. 

(21) No person shall sell, offer for sale, trade, or barter any 
animal whose appearance has been chemically altered by dyes, 
staining or otherwise affixing a change in the cosmetic 
appearance of an animal. 

(22) No person shall sell, offer for sale, barter, or give away 
baby rabbits, chicks, goslings, ducklings or other fowl as 
pets or novelties. This section shall not be construed to 
prohibit the sale or display of baby rabbits, chicks, 
goslings, ducklings or other fowl in proper brooder 
facilities by hatcheries or stores engaged in the business 
of selling them to be raised for commercial purposes. 

(23) No person shall keep or maintain any coop in which chickens, 
ducks, turkeys or other domestic fowl and poultry are kept 
within a distance of less than fifty (50) feet from any 
dwelling.

(24) No person shall conduct or allow the following events 
within the City Limits: 

a. Rodeos 

b. Donkey Basketball Games 

c. Greased Pig Contests 

(25) No person other than a duly authorized.agent of the Animal 
Control Shelter may destroy any domestic _animal within the 
City limits; provided however, this provision shall not appl / 
to the following; 

a. a licensed veterinarian 

b. those persons acting in immediate self protection 

c. City Police Officers or Firemen acting to prevent 
undue suffering. 

(26) No person shall interfere with an Animal Control Officer in 
the pursuit of his/her duties as an Officer. 

(27) Violations.of the provisions of this Section may result in 
impoundment of the animals(s) in accordance with Section 
6 - 22 . 

(28) Any violation of the above paragraphs 1 to 26 will 
result in a fine in accordance with Article VII 
Penalties/Violations. 

Section 6-5 LOST OR STRAY ANIMALS 

Persons finding a stray animal are to notify the Animal 
Control Shelter, within 48 hours. At the descretion of • 
the Shelter, the animal may be kept by the finder and a 
found report left with the Shelter, to enable the finder 
an opportunity to return the animal to its rightful 
owner. Upon demand by the Animal Control Shelter, any 
found animal will be surrendered to the Shelter and held fox 
three (3) working days, before a disposition is made. 

Persons finding an animal are obligated to comply with all 
rules and regulations of this ordinance pertaining to 
humane_care and treatment of animals, while said animal is 
in their custody awaiting return to its actual owner. 

ARTICLE IV 

BITING ANIMALS 

BITING ANIMALS 

The person responsible for any animal which has bitten 
a person or another animal must report the incident to the 
Animal Control Shelter. Upon receiving the report of a. 
bite, the Shelter will quarantine the animal for ten (10) 
days with the place of confinement to be in the discretion 
of the Animal Control Shelter. During the quarantine 
period, the animal is to be securely confined and kept 
from contact with any other, animal or person. 

No person other than an Animal Control Officer or veterinarian 
shall kill or cause to be killed any animal suspected of 
being rabid except in cases of immediate self protection. 

If that occurs, the person will retain the body and immediately 
notify the Animal Control Shelter.

PERMITS 

PET OWNER'S PERMIT 

Any person owning, keeping, harboring or having custody 
of any dog or cat over the age of six (6) months must 
obtain a pet owner's permit; profided however, that no 
pet permit shall be required of any Humane Society, municipc.l 
animal control facility or governmental agency, —~ 

(Or guide-dog,, ; ' ~ .. Animals belonging to those 

agencies or persons will be issued complimentary tags. 

A durable tag stamped^ with permit number and year of 
issuance will be. profided to pet permit holders for each 
permit granted. Dogs and cats must wear their tags at 
all times on their collars, except when involved in any 
organized show, obedience demonstration, training situation 
or under the care of a licensed veterinarian. 

KENNEL/CATTERY PERMITS 

Any person owning or harboring more that three (3) dogs 
over the age of six (6) months must apply for a kennel/ 
cattery permit. 

Any person owning or harboring more that eight (8) cats 
over the age of six (6) months must apply for a kennel/ 
cattery permit. 

Permit holder has right to request that any dog or cat 
accepted be vaccinated against common diseases and proof 
of such vaccination be furnished to the kennel/cattery 
operator. Any dog or cat accepted must be in compliance' 
with the rabies vaccination requirements of this ordinance. 

All kennel/cattery operators shall take care to house 
animals in a sanitary manner. Appropriate care, medical' 
services and housing shall be given according to 
individual breeds. 

In the event that an animal dies while being boarded or 
while in training, the body shall be preserved until 
owner's return or taken to a licensed veterinarian for an 
autopsy. 

BREEDER'S PERMIT 

Any person who for compensation causes the breeding or 
selling of any dog or cat or makes any dog or cat available 
for breeding purposes must obtain a breeder's permit. 

Each person subject to the provisions of this ordinance 
shall not allow the whelping of more than one (1) litter 
per female dog or cat in a twelve (12) month period. 

Any person who advertises the availability of any animal(s) 
must also advertise the valid permit number. 

All animals offered for sale must be immunized against 
conmon diseases. 

No puppy or kitten under the age of eight (8) weeks may 
be sold, offered for sale or given away (exception being 
litters taken to the Animal Control Shelter). 
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(6) Permit holder will furnish warranty of health for a period 
of not less than one (1) week with recommendation to 
have examined by licensed veterinarian for each animal sold. 

Section 6-10 VETERINARY HOSPITALS/CLINICS 

(1) All animals shall be housed humanely and in a sanitary 
manner. 

(2) 'i Veterinarians shall keep records of each animal accepted 

' for treatment, diagonsis, or routine health care. 

(3) Veterinarians who engage in boarding, grooming or other 
business in addition to the treatment and/or medical : 
care of animals shall obtain a permit as herein provided. 

Section 6-11 GROOMING SHOP PERMIT 

(1) Any person who has a grooming shop as defined in this 
ordinance shall obtain a groaning shop permit. 

(2) Permit holder has the right to request that any dog or 
cat accepted for grooming be vaccinated against common 
diseases, and require proof of such vaccinations be 
furnished to the shop operator. 

Section 6-12 PET SHOP PERMIT ■ 

(1) Any person operating a pet shop as defined in this 
ordinance shall obtain a pet shop permit. 

(2) The permit holder shall furnish the purchaser a written 
statement at the time of sale containing the following: 

a. Date of sale.' 

b. Name, address and telephone number of purchaser 
and permit holder. 

c. Permit number of permit holder. 

d. Breed, description, approximate age and sex of 
dog, cat or other animal sold. (Small manuals 
and fish not included.) 

e. Prophylactic medication and inmunization and 
dates administered. 

f. Internal parasite medication(s) and date(s) 
administered. 

g. A guarantee of good health for a period of 
not less than one (1) week with recommendation 
to have the animal examined by a licensed 
veterinarian. 

The permit holder shall retain a copy of the written 
statement for a period of twelve (12) months from the 
date of sale. 

(3) The Animal Control Officer or Health Department may , 
restrict the sale of any animal suspected.of being disease! 
or otherwise unfit for sale. An examination by a licensed 
veterinarian may be requested at the expense of the. 
enforcing agency. 

a. The permit holder shall reimburse the enforcing 
agency’s veterinary fees if the inspection by 
the veterinarian concludes the animal to be 
unfit for sale at the time of inspection. 
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b. The inspection is to be made by veterinarian 

within twenty-four (24) hours of the enforcing agency's 
determination that the said animal is not fit for sale. 

(4) All pet shops defined herein and stores selling animals, birds, reptile s 
and fish as pets shall take care to house animals in a sanitary manner 
appropriate medical services, care and housing shall be given accord .ng 
to individual species needs. 

Section 6-13 RIDING SCHOOL/STABLE PERMIT 

(1) Any person operating a riding school or stable as defined in this 
ordinance shall obtain a riding school/stable permit. 

(2) Animals showing symptoms of illness or injury will be given 
the necessary medical attention immediately and not be ridden 
or trained until the animal has been returned to good health. 

(3) All stables shall be kept in a sanitary manner, Appropriate 
care ■, medical services and housing shall be given.

Section 6-17 APPLICATION/TERM 

(1) Application for permits may be made at the City Controller's 

Office or designated facility, or by mail, and shall include name 
address of applicant, type of permit applied for, number 
and description of animal(s) , proof of rabies vaccination, 
information regarding sterilization, and appropriate fee. 

a, All applicants must be in compliance with zoning and all 
other applicable state or local laws. 


b, Those permits that require prior inspection will not 

be issued until proof of such inspection is made available 
to Controller's Office by the inspecting agency. 
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(2) Permits to be issued for a term of one (1) year, 
commencing with the first day of February and expiring at 
midnight on the last day of the licensing period. 

Application for permit may be made from February 1 through 
April 30 without penalty, after April 30, all applicants 

will be required to pay an additional Five dollars ($5.00) 
for each permit requred; provided however, ciruses, 
performing animal acts, or exhibitions shall be exempt

(3) Upon issuance, City Controller's Office shall issue a 
permit in written form which includes number of permit, 
type of permit, and all pertinent information.

(4) The Controller's Office shall maintain records of the 
identifying permit number and make such records available 
in written form to the Animal Control Shelter. 

(5) All fees shall be paid at time of application, and prior 
to the issuance of the permit. 

Section 6-18 INSPECTION 

Cl) Whenever it is necessary to make an inspection to enforce any 
of the provisions of, or perform any duty imposed by this 
ordinance, or when there is reasonable cause to believe that 
exists in any building or upon any premises, any violation of 
the provisions of this ordinance, or state or federal laws, an 
Animal Control Officer, board of Health Officer or their 
authorized agent, is authorized to enter such property at 
any reasonable time and to inspect the same and to perform 
any duty imposed by this ordinance; provided that: 

(a) If the property is occupied, the officer shall first 
present proper credentials to the occupant and request 
entry explaining the reasons therefor; and 

(b) If the property is unoccupied, the officer shall make a 
reasonable effort to locate the owner or other persons 
having control of the property and request entry 
explaining the reasons therefor. 

(2) In the event that the Animal Control Officer, Board of Health 

Officer, or their authorized agent, has reasonable cause to believe 
that the keeping or maintaining of any animal is so hazardous, unsafe or 
dangerous as to require immediate inspection to safeguard the 
animal, or the public health or safety, the office is authorized 
to immediately enter the property or premises and inspect the 
property and the officer may use any reasonable means to effect 
such entry and to make such inspection. If the property is 
occupied, the officer shall first present proper credentials and 
demand entry, explaining the reasons therefor. 
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(3) If entry is refused or cannot be obtained because the owner or 
other person having charge or control of the property cannot be 
found after a reasonable, diligent search, the officer shall have 
recourse to every remedy provided by law to secure lawful entry 
and inspect the property.

a. A breeder's permit may be issued provided all requirements 
of this ordinance are met. 

(4) Pet Shop Permit: Fee.$100.00

Costs 
of treatment, euthanasia, and/or care shall be the 
responsibility of the owner/agent. 

Section 6-23 REDEMPTION 

(1) A person may reclaim an animal in the custody of the Animal 
Control Shelter upon providing the follow: 

a. Proof of ownership 

b. Payment of redemption fee and any other service/ 
medical fees 

as approved by the Animal Control Cciimission. 

(2) Stray or at large animals will be held three (3) working 
days at the Animal Control Shelter, pursuant to Section

(3) Unclaimed animals become the property of the Animal

A Ordinance dealing with animal 
control, care and disposition, 
creating an animal control commission 
and repealing all ordinances in conflict 
herewith. 


General Purpose 


It is the purpose of this ordinance to establish in 
the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana provisions for control of 
animals and for their proper care and disposition and to 
set up an animal control commission and executive director 
thereof to supervise the operation and control of animals. 

This ordinance repeals Section 6-1 to and including 
Section 6-53 of the Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
of 1974, and the following is substituted therefore: 


ARTICLE I 
DEFINITIONS 

Section 6-1 

ANIMAL CONTROL SHELTER : The municipally owned facility 
established for the purpose of animal control, care and 
disposition, as set forth in this ordinance, operated by 
and under the direct supervision of the Fort Wayne Animal 
Control Commission and the Executive Director of the Shelter. 

ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION : Animal Control Commission shall 
be the governing board. 

ANIMAL : Any living vertebrate or invertebrate, domestic 

or wild, except a human being. 

ALTERED ANIMAL : Any animal that has been operated on to 
prevent it from procreating. 

PET: Any animal owned or harbored by any person, group of 

persons, partnership or corporation. Except leader dogs 
for the blind or hearing dogs for the deaf, or Police or 
canine governmental dogs. 

WILD ANIMAL . Any living vertebrate animal normally found 
in the wild state. 

VICIOUS ANIMAL : Any animal or animals that constitute a 
physical threat to human beings or other animals. 
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OWNER ; Any person, group of persons,partnership or corpora¬ 
tions owning, keeping or harboring one or more animals. 

A. Keeping will include those persons, groups of persons, 
partnership, or corporations caring for animals that 
actually belong to another on their premises of the animals 
owner. B. Harboring shall be the act of feeding and/or 
sheltering an animal by any person, group of persons, 
partnership or corporation. 

CATTERY : Any person, group of persons, partnership or 

corporation engaging in the keeping of more than three cats 
or in the business of breeding, buying, boarding, letting 
for hire, training for a fee, or selling of more than one 
cat within a twelve month period. 

KENNEL: Any person, group of persons, partnership or 

corporation engaged in the keeping of more than three 
dogs, or the business of breeding, buying, boarding, letting 
for hire, training for a fee, or selling more than one dog 
within one year. 

HUMANE SOCIETY : Any not for profit orgainization for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals incorporated under the 
laws of the State of Indiana. 

VETERINARY HOSPITAL : Any establishment maintained and 
operated by a licensed veterinarian for the purpose of 
boarding animals or the diagnosis and treatment of diseases 
and injuries of animals. Such establishments are exempt 
from all permit requirements. 

ZOOLOGICAL PARK : Any facility, other than a pet shop, 
displaying or exhibiting one or more species of non¬ 
domestic animals, operated by a person, partnership, 
corporation of government agency. 

CIRCUS : A commercial variety show featuring animal acts 

for public entertainment. 

AUCTIONS : Any place or facility where animals are regularly 

bought or sold or traded, except for those facilities 
otherwise defined in this ordinance or State law. 

GROOMING SHOP : A commercial establishment where animals are 
bathed, clipped, plucked or otherwise groomed. 

PET SHOP : Any person, partnership,group of persons or 
corporation whether operated separately or in connection 
with another business enterprise, except for a licensed 
cattery or kennel, that buys, sells, offers for sale, or 
boards any species of animal. 

RIDING SCHOOL OR STABLE : Any place which has available for 
hire, boarding or riding instructions, any horse, pony, 
donkey, mule or burro. 

ANIMAL EXHIBITION : Any spectacle, display or act, or event 
other than circuses in which animals perform or are exhibited. 

COMMERCIAL ANIMAL ESTABLISHMENT : Any pet shop, auction, 
riding school, or. stable, zoological park, circus, animal 
exhbition, kennel or cattery. 
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BREEDER ; Any person who for pay or other compensation causes 
the breeding of any dog or cat or makes any dog or cat 
available for breeding purposes, or any person who sells or 
offers to sell any dog or cat shall obtain a permit to do so. 

RODEO : A performance featuring bronc riding, steer wrestling, 

calf roping, greased pig contest, bull riding, or other 
events in which animals are chased, herded, crowded, ridden, 
wrestled. 

PUBLIC NUISANCE : Any animal which: 

1. Molests passerby or passing vehicles. 

2. Attacks other animals or persons. 

3. Trespasses on school grounds. 

4. Is repeatedly at large or unrestrained. 

5. Damages private or public property, or 

6. Barks, whines or howls or makes other 
sounds common to its species in an 
excessive, continuous or untimely 
manner or fashion. 

HAS BEEN BITTEN : Has been seized with the teeth or jaws so 
that the person or animal seized has been nipped, gripped, 
wounded, or pierced and further includes contact of saliva 
with any break or abrasion of the skin of the person or 
animal bitten. 

RABIES VACCINATION : The injection of a dog or cat or other 
animal with a rabies vaccine licensed by the U.S.D.A. and 
approved by the Indiana State Board of Animal Health. 

EUTHANASIA : Death brought about by an injection of Sodium 

Pentobarbitol. 

RESTRAINT : An animal shall be deemed under restraint if on 

the premises of its owner and under control via means of a 
leash or chain, or within the confines of an enclosure capable- 
ofpreventing the animal from straying from its premises. If 
on a leash, it must be accompanied by its owner or a responsi¬ 
ble person physically capable of controlling the animal. All 
animals restrained by a leash or chain, on or off the owners 
property, shall have a properly fitted collar or harness to 
which the leash or chain is attached. (This is not to be 
construed to prohibit animals being transported within a 
vehicle, or to restrict or prohibit legitimate animal 
training and obedience lessons or exhibits. This further 
does not prohibit an animal from being on the property of 
someone other than its owner as long as the animal is on the 
property of someone other than its owner with the property 
ownerfe express permission and under proper restraint.) 
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ARTICLE II 

FORT WAYNE ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION 
Section 6-2 FORMATION/MEMBERS 

(1) ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION: The Animal Control 
Shelter shall be operated by a five member board, 
so named the Fort Wayne Animal Control Commission. 
The Commission members shall be appointed to 
serve a three year term, terms to be staggered. 

No limit shall be set on numbers of terms a 
Commissioner can serve. 

(2) Three of the Commission members shall have voting 
powers. The other two will serve in an advisory 
capacity. One of the three voting members shall 
at all times be an active member of the Fort Wayne 
Humane Society, and shall be appointed by the 
Society. The other two members with voting 
powers shall be selected as follows: 

a. One appointment by the Mayor. 

b. One appointment by the City Council. 

(3) This selection shall not be based on political 
affiliations, but on interest in animal care and 
control and knowledge of same. The two non-voting 
members shall be selected by the three voting 
members with no regard for political affiliation. 

One of these members shall at all times be a 
member of the Fort Wayne Police Department. 

(4) No voting member of the Animal Control Commission 
shall be employed by or hold office in any 
organization which by its function, shall pose 

a conflict of interest. All Commission members 
shall be adult members. 

(5) Vacancies: Eligibility of city, etc., employees; 
termination membership. 

a. In the case of a vacancy in office due to 

death, resignation, incapacity, removal 
or otherwise, the appointment to fill the 
vancancy so occurring shall be made by 
the Mayor for the unexpired term only and 
shall be subject to the provisions stated 
in Section 6-2 (1), (2), (3), (4) and (5). 

b. No person shall be eligible for appoint¬ 
ment to the Commission who holds any 
other office in or is employed by the 
city or who holds any other office in 

or is employed by the school system of the 
city, the county, the state, or other 
township or other municipal or governmental 
unit; and that acceptance by any member 
of the Commission of any other appointment 
or employment by the city, the county, the 
state or any township or other municipal or 
governmental unit shall serve to automati¬ 
cally terminate such person's membership 
on the Commission and to vacate his 
office therein. 
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(6) Organizational meeting: Election of officers. 

a. The Commission appointed pursuant to this 
article shall meet forthwith after its 
appointment upon the call of its 
Chairman. It shall designate one of its 
employees to act as Clerk of the Commission, 
which employee, in addition to any other 
duties he may have, shall be charged with 
the duty of keeping and maintaining the 
minutes and other records of the Animal 
Control Commission. 

b. The Commission shall also elect a Chairman, 
a Vice-Chairman and a Secretary from among 
its members. 


(7) Quorum: Two members of the Animal Control 
Commission shall constitute a quorum to do business. 

If a quorum is not present, the Chairman may 
appoint an advisory member to have temporary 
voting powers for that meeting. 

(8) Meetings: Rules and Regulations: The Commission 
shall meet at least once each month and at such 
additional times as may be provided by its rules 
and regulations or upon special call by its 
Chairman or upon the written request to its 
Chairman by any two of its members. It shall 
adopt and duly record in its permanent records 
rules and regulations for the conduct of its work 
and as may be necessary or appropriate in its 
judgment to carry out the provisions of the 
ordinances and laws under which it exists and 
performs its functions. 

(9) Funds: All fees, fines, or money collected from 
regulations, permits, programs, etc. as outlined in 
this ordinance shall be set aside in a special 
account to be used to purchase materials and equipment 
as prescribed in Section 6-21;a,b. 


ARTICLE III 

ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION 

Section 6-3 DUTIES AND POWERS OF ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION 

(1) To enforce or to cause to be enforced all city 
ordinances and State laws regarding animal care 
and control. 

(2) To maintain and operate the city's Animal Control 
Shelter or shelters which have been designated 
for the humane sheltering or protection and 
disposition of animals coming into its custody. 

(3) To purchase materials. To purchase and maintain 
and operate all necessary materials for the proper 
and efficient performance of the services and work 
required of the Shelter. 
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(4) To,cause to be picked up and transported to the 
Animal Control Shelter all unwanted animals and 
fowl, all animals illegally at large, and all 
sick, diseased, injured, lost, strayed or stolen, 
abandoned animals and fowl. Those whose owners 
request may be promptly euthanized at the Shelter. 

In addition, any animal or fowl which appears to 
be ill and would pose a health hazard to other 
animals; or any animal or fowl which is injured so 
that it cannot - rest comfortably for a minimum of 
72 hours may be destroyed immediately as so 
authorized by the Executive Director or his/her 
authorized agent. All other animals and fowl 
shall be kept at the Shelter or place designated 
by the Shelter for a period of not less than 72 
hours to afford owners the opportunity to claim 
the animal or fowl. After such period of time, 
unclaimed animals shall be placed in a suitable 
home, retained at the Shelter or euthanized. 

Animals released to the Shelter by their owners 

or impounded animals not claimed within the legal 
time become the said property of the Shelter and 
disposition may be made at the Shelter's discretion. 

The Commission shall comply with all laws of the 
State and of the City, with reference to observation 
periods and the disposition of animals and fowl 
and their remains. 

(5) To cause to be picked up and disposed of all dead 
animals or fowl found in or on any street or 
sidewalk, alley or other public place in the City. 

(6) To cause to be investigated all reports and 
complaints concerning any inhumane treatment or 
practices pertaining to animals or fowl within the * 
City. To cause to be impounded all animals found 

in conditions adverse to their health and safety 
at the Shelter or suitable place so designated by 
the Shelter. Impounded animals to be retained 
in the custody of the Shetler or Shelter's agent, 
until such time as the court shall decide the 
disposition of the animal or the Shelter can make 
the arrangements necessary for the animal's health 
and safety with its owner. 

(7) Contracting: To enter into contracts with any 
municipalities or governmental units or any person, 
association or corporation for the collection, 
transportation, sheltering and disposal by the 
Shelter for sick, diseased, injured, illegally 

at large, lost strayed or abandoned animals or 
fowl; provided that no such services be extended 
by the Shelter outside the City, except under 
written contract with the unit, person, association 
or corporation concerned and at a charge based 
upon the actual cost of such services, including 
overhead; provided that no such contract shall be 
effective except upon the approval of the City 
Attorney or a duly designated City Attorney (associate), 
as to form and legality, the approval of the Mayor 
as to policy, and the form ratification by the Common 
Council. 
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(8) To employ all personnel necessary for the efficient 
performance of the duties required of the Shelter, 
including an Executive Director, Director of 
Operations, Annual Control Officers (all the 
former bearing special Police Commissions for 
enforement of laws) and other personnel necessary 
for the care and maintenance of the animals and 
Shelter operations. To maintain an Education 
Program and staff to implement it. 

(9) To cause certain violators to be issued citations, 
pay established reclaiming fees, and in necessary 
instances to be prosecuted for State law violations 
and cited into court for City Ordinance violations. 

(10) To prepare and submit to the Common Council 
through the City Controller, an annual budget, 

for its financing of its operations and performance 
of its duties. 

(11) To submit to the Mayor, and to the Common Council, 
no later than January 30th of each year, a report 
of its activities and operations for the prior 
year. 

(12) To establish reasonable fees to be charged to 
persons reclaiming and adopting animals, and to 
collect such fees. Such fees to be adopted only 
after Commission approval and submission to the 
Mayor and City Clerk. 

(13) To provide-., that all animals released for 
adoption, shall be spayed or neutered and provisions 
made for a program to monitor, said spay/neuter plan. 

a. Adult animals shall be altered within 
10 days of adoption. 

b. Puppies and kittens shall be altered 
prior to attaining the age of 7 months. 

c. Any person violating this policy shall 
reliquish said animal to the Shelter, 
upon demand by Shelter personnel. 

d. Any person who states that he/she does not 
wish to spay/neuter their pet, shall be 
denied adoption privileges. 

e. Adoption of animals will be restricted to 
Allen County resident only so as to 
maintain a monitoring and rechecking 

of conditions of said animals and their 
adoptors. 

f. To prosecute any person who violates any 
part of the adoption contract and cause 
animal to be reliquished to the Shleter 
upon demand. 

g. Any exception to the approved adoption 
policies must be submitted to the Animal 
Control Commission, by the Executive 
Director or authorized agent, and must be 
approved by majority vote. Only those 
policies which pose no potential threat 
to the animal's care or safety shall be 
considered for exception. 
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ARTICLE IV 


ANIMAL CARE/CRUELTIES 


Section 6-4 REGULATIONS: 

(1) No person, owning, harboring, or responsible for 
an animal shall beat, cruelly treat, neglect, 
torment, overload, overwork, or otherwise abuse 
any animal. 

(2) No person shall permit any dog fight, cockfight, 
or other combat between animals or between animals 
and humans. 

(3) It shall be unlawful„for any person to set any 
type of poisonous substance or bait within the 
City limits, that is deemed harmful to any animal. 
(Excluded would be controlled programs under the 
direction of the Health Department on Animal 
Control Officer initiated to eliminate a public 
nusiance.) 

(4) No person other than a duly authorized agent of 
the Animal Control Shelter, may destroy any 
animal within the City limits. The exception would 
be those animals euthanized by a licensed 
veterinarian. Further exception would be in the 
case of IMMEDIATE self protection; this section 
shall not prohibit a Police Officer or Fireman of 
the City from destroying such animals in extreme 
emergency or to prevent undue suffering. 

(5) No person shall confine or allow their animal to * 

remain outside during severe weather condition, with¬ 
out appropriate shelter. Such animals shall be 
impounded by the Animal Control Officer and taken 

to the Shelter. Such impounded animals shall be 
held for a period not longer than 10 days, to allow 
the owner to make proper facilities available for 
animal, or to allow the Offier ample time to 
prepare a court case if the owner is to be 
prosecuted. All animals impounded with court 
action pending shall remain at the Shelter or suitable 
place authorized by the Shelter, until such time 
as the courts have made disposition of the matter. 

a. Extremes of heat, cold, rain, wind, etc v 
shall be the determining factor in impound¬ 
ment of outside animals under this 
section._ 

b. No animals shall be hitched, tied or 
fastened by any rope, chain or cord, 

that is directly attached to the animal's , 
neck. Animals that must be tied, hitched, 
or fastened to restrain them, must wear a 
properly fitted collar or harness. 

The tying device shall be attached to the 
animal's collar. 
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c. All collars shall be secure, but not 

tight around the animal's neck. An adult 
owner should be able to fit two fingers 
(width) comfortably inside the collar. 

Choke chains are NOT acceptable for 
tying or hitching animals. Leather, webbed, 
canvas or similar material will be acceptable. 
The use of a choke collars is lawful for 
walking, working and/or exercising, but not 
allowed when an animal is tied, hitched 
or stake. Tied, hitched, or fastened animals 
shall be so restrained in an area free from 
objects they can be intangled in or upon. 
Animals which must be restrained by tying 
or hitching should not be near fences or 
other objects they can jump over or wrap 
around, so as to hang or choke themselves. 

(6) Tied, hitched or fastened, as well as quartered 

animals shall have access to proper shelter at all 
times. 


a. Proper shelter shall be: 

1. A moisture proof structure. 

2. Made of durablematerial. 

3. Suitable in size to accommodate the 
animal and allow for the retention of 
body heat. The animal should be able 
to sit, stand and lie down and stretch 
to its full length. Anything larger, 
unless heated will interfere with the 
animal's retention of its body heat. 

4. A solid floor at least two inches off 
the ground. 

5. The entrance covered by a self closing, « 
or swinging covering, or an "L" shaped 
entrance to prevent the wind and/or 

rain from blowing directly into the 
structure. 

6. A sufficient quantity of suitable 
bedding material to provide insulation 
and protection against cold and dampness 
and promote the retention of body heat. 

7. Sections 5 & 6 above, may be suspended 
during the months of May through Septem¬ 
ber, inclusive. 

8. Shade from the direct rays of the sun, 
shall be required during the months 

of May through September, inclusive, 
and shall be provided for all animals 
kept inside and all animals placed 
outside and restrained via leash or 
chain, or confined to a pen or fenced 
yard or other area which is fenced in. 

(7) All animals shall be provided with prompt medical 
attention in addition to their required 
immunizations. 

(8) All animals shall have fresh potable drinking 
water,supplied in a container securely fastened 
to prevent tipping. All animals shall be 
provided with food that is both nutritional and 
recommended diet for that species. 
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(9) All animals whether kept inside, or outside in a pen, 
tied, fastened, hitched, leashed, or enclosed in a 
fence shall be housed and confined in a sanitary- 
manner. Owners or persons responsible for said 
animals shall regularily and as often as necessary 
to prevent odor or health an sanitation problems, 
clean, disinfect, sanitize, remove feces and 
maintain all animal areas or areas of animal contact 
according to the health and sanitation requirements 
of this ordinance. Excrement on private property or 
in a public way, shall be removed by the animal's 
owner, or agent, immediately. 

Section 6-5 UNRESTRAINED ANIMALS 

(1) Unrestrained animals: Animals not under restraint 
will be impounded and taken to the Animal Control 
Shelter. They will be humanely housed for a 
period of 72 hours to enable the owner/agent to 
reclaim them. Unclaimed animals become the property 
of the Animal Control Shelter and may be euthanized 
or placed for adoption at the discretion of the 
Shelter. Reclaiming fees for animals picked up or 
removed shall be $15.00 for the first offense, 

$30.00 for the second offense and $60.00 for the 
third offense, in addition to any other service/ 
medical fees approved by theCornmission. All animals 
wearing identification tages or license, or rabies 
tages will be traced to the person to whom the 

tag is registered. Those persons will be notified 
by phone or by mail if possible, of their animal's 
presence at the Shelter; if after 10 days, an owner 
has not responded to notification of a tagged or 
licensed animal's presence, the animal shall 
become the property of the Shelter. Reasonable * 

effort will be made on the part of the Shelter to 
notify owners of tagged or licensed animals. 

(Bearing in mind through no fault of the Shelter, 
some tags are untraceable.) If after 10 days the 
Shelter has not been able to trace an identification 
tag to the animal's owner, said animal shall 
become the property of the Shelter. 

(2) Persons finding an unrestrained animal are to notify 
the Animal Control Shelter, withi*n 4 8 hours. At 
the discretion of the Shelter, the animal may be 
kept by the finder and a found report left with the 
Shelter, to enable the finder an opportunity to 
return the animal to its rightful owner. Upon 
demand by the Animal Control Shelter, any found 
animal will be surrendered to the Shelter and 

held for 72 hours, before a disposition can be 
made. Persons finding an animal are obligated to 
comply with all rules and regulations of this 
ordinance pertaining to humane care and treatment 
of animals, while said animal is in their custody 
awaiting return to its actual owner. 


Section 6-6 MOTOR VEHICLES IN RELATION TO ANIMALS: 

(1) Any person who cause injury or death to an animal 

while operating a motor vehicle shall stop at once, 
assess the extent to injury and attempt to identify 
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the whereabouts of the animal's owner. If the 
animal is a stray or wildlife or no owner is immedi¬ 
ately present, the Animal Control Shelter or 
Police Department should be notified immediately 
so the animal can be rescued and taken to veterina¬ 
rian, or humanely euthanized. Persons failing to 
do so, shall be charged with neglect. Public 
safety vehicles enroute to an assignment, would not 
be required to stop. They are equipped with two 
way radios that enable them to report the incident 
to the proper persons while enroute or at the 
earliest possible moment that does not interfere 
with their assignment, or their arrival to their 
assignment. 

(2) Driving under the influence: Persons having a motor 
vehicle accident, causing injury to an animal in 
the vehicle with them at the time of the accident, 
who are convicted of driving under the influence at 
the time of the accident; also will be charged 
with cruelty to an animal. 

(3) Animals confined in vehicles: It shall be unlawful 
for any person to leave any animal or animals 
unattended in any vehicle when weather temperatures 
or conditions would cause that animal(s) confinement 
to become a health hazard. Animals so found shall 
be removed promptly by an Animal Control Officer or 
Police Officer and impounded at the Animal Control 
Shelter. Owners of said animal(s) will be charged 
with cruelty to animals under the provisions of this 
ordinance. 

Section 6-7 SPECIES PERMITTED 

(1) Any species of animal except swine may be kept 
within the City limits; providing that all other 
conditions are met in regards to housing and health * 
care, and that no wild or exotic animal is kept 
without the proper permits, and that no wild or 
exotice animal is kept that is currently on the 
endangered species list or that would be prohibited 
under State and/or Federal regulations. 

(2) Animal Control Officers may request to see any permit 
of any person who owns or harbors any animal, 
doitiestic or wild. If said person does not have, 

or cannot produce upon demand, a current, valid 
permit, for such animal(s), said animal shall be 
surrendered to the Animal Control Shelter or other 
suitable facility until proper disposition can be 
made. 

Section 6-8 BITING OR VICIOUS ANIMALS 

(1) BITING - The owner or agent of any animal which has 
bitten any person or another animal must surrender 
said animal upon demand by any Animal Control 
Officer, or Board of Health to be placed in 
quarantine for a period of ten days. During 
quarantine, animal is to be securely confined and 
kept from contact with any other animal. 
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a. Any animal which does not have a current 
rabies vaccination shall be quarantined 
at the Animal Control Shelter or veteri¬ 
narian clinic, and all boarding fees shall 
be the sole responsibility of the owner. 

b. Animals with current rabies vaccination, 
and whose owners have adequate facilities to 
confine such an animal, may at the dis¬ 
cretion of the Animal Control Shelter, 
quarantine the animal on the owner's 
premises for a period of ten days. 

Failure of the owner to keep the animal 
confined properly. during this period will 
mean immediate impoundment of the animal 
and a fine of not less than $25.00 nor 
more than $100.00. 

c. Any animal which bites, unprovoked, two 
persons within a twelve month period, 
will be deemed as a vicious animal. 

d. Any person who owns or harbors an animal 
which has bitten and fails to report same 
to the Animal Control Shelter, or harbors 
an animal suspected of having rabies, will 
relinquish the animal to the Animal 
Control Shelter upon demand and be fined 
not less than $100.00 nor more than $200.00. 

e. All animals suspected of having rabies 
shall be quarantined at the Animal 
Control Shelter or at a veterinary clinic 
until rabies can be determined; or the 
animal may be destroyed by the Animal 
Control Shelter or veterinarian and head 
sent to the State Board of Health for 
immediate confirmation. 

f. It shall be unlawful for any person other * 
than an Animal Control Officer or veterina¬ 
rian to kill or cause to be killed any 
animal suspected of being rabid except 

in cases of immediate self protection. 

If that occurs, person will retain body 
and immediately notify the Animal Control 
Shelter. 

g. All dogs or cats attaining the age of six 
months shall be vaccinated against rabies 
by a licensed veterinarian. 

(2) VICIOUS ANIMAL: It shall be unlawful for any 
person, group of persons, firm or corporation 
to own or harbor a vicious animal as defined 
in this ordinance. 

Section 6-9 GENERAL 

(1) No person shall own or harbor an animal which 
is kept in an unsanitary manner; animals must 
be clean and premises kept free from 
objectionable ordor, and unsightly, unhealthy 
feces. 

All animals shall be confined under proper 
restraint as defined in this ordinance. 


(2) 
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(3) No person shall tie, stake, tether, or fasten 
any animal within any street, alley, sidewalk, 
or other such public place; or in such a 
manner that said animal has access to any 
portion of alley, street, sidewalk, etc. 

(4) Every female dog or cat in heat shall be con¬ 
fined in a secure building or enclosure so 

as to prevent conception except during instances 
of planned breeding. 

(5) It shall be unlawful for any person, group 
of persons, or corporation to own or harbor 

a vicious animal as defined in this ordinance. 

(6) It shall be unlawful for any person, group of 
persons or corporation to own or harbor a 
public nuisance, provided: 

a. Owners of such animals deemed as public 
nuisance will be given an opportunity 
to correct the nuisance problem before 
being required to surrender their animal. 

b. Length of time given to correct problem 
shall be at the discretion of the Executive 
Director and based on the severity and 

the nature of the complaint. 

(7) It shall be unlawful for any person to abandon 
or cause to be abandoned an animal anywhere 
within the City limits in any public or private 
place, way or building. 

(8) Animals found in cruel or neglectful situations 
as defined in this ordinance may be promptly 
removed from the property of the owner or agent 
of said animal(s) if no immediate contact with ' 
said owner or agent can be made. 

a. Animals so removed by Animal Control 
Officer will be impounded and held at the 
Animal Control Shelter for a period of 
not less than ten days in order to either 
make contact with the owner and order 
suitable arrangements made, or for the 
Animal Control Officer to have ample time 
to prepare a court case if prosecution 

is warranted. 

b. Animals waiting disposition by the courts 
shall remain in the custody of the Animal 
Control Shelter until such disposition is 
made or placed in a foster home until legal 
arrangements are completed. 

c. In addition to the immediate removal of any 
animal found in a cruel or neglectful 
manner, citations may be issued at the 
discretion of the Animal Control Officer. 

In addition, medical expenses and/or 
boarding fees will be the financial 
responsibility of the animal's owner or 
agent. 
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(9) It shall be unlawful for any person to inter¬ 
fere with an Animal Control Officer in the pur¬ 
suit of his/her duties as an officer. 

(10) Violations of this ordinance which continue for 
more than 24 hours will be considered separate 
offenses and citations can be issued for each 
24 hours a violation is allowed to occur. 

(11) In addition to any fines or time served in 
jail as a result of a conviction of the cruelty 
section of this ordinance, violators may also 
be instructed by the courts to spend a definite 
period of time working at the Shelter, and taking 
part in Humane Education classes as assigned by 
the Executive Director. See Penalties. 


Section 6-10 NOVELTIES, DOOR PRIZES 

(1) It shall be unlawful for any person, group of 
persons, firm, corporation, or commercial 
establishment to sell, offer for sale, trade, 
barter, or give away any live animal, fish, 
bird or reptile as a prize for, or as an 
inducement to enter, a place of amusement; or 
offer such vertabrate as an incentive to enter 
any business establishment or enter into any 
business agreement whereby the offer was made 
for the purpose of attracting trade. 

(2) It shall be unlawful for any person, group of 
persons, firm, corporation to sell, offer for 
sale, trade or barter any animal whose appear¬ 
ance has been chemically altered by dyes, 
staining or otherwise affixing a change in 
cosmetic appearance. 


(3) It shall be unlawful for any person to sell or ' 
offer for sale infant or young chicks, goslings, 
ducklings, etc. or rabbits solely as Easter 
pets or in conjunction with the Easter season 
and holiday. 


Section 6-11 WILDLIFE 


Keeping of wildlife and protected animals falls under the 
jurisdiction of the State, the Animal Control Shelter does 
not and will not assume any responsibility for the issuance 
of permits for any wild and/or protected wildlife. The 
responsibility of the Animal Control Shelter is to see that 
those animals are housed and cared for properly and that 
all requirements pertaining to permits, etc. are met. 

(1) Wild animals shall be permitted within the City 
limits provided all other requirements are met • 
as to housing, caring and maintaining said 
animals. 

Proper permits shall be required and must be 
produced upon demand by an Animal Control 
Officer or duly authorized agent. 


(2) 
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Section 


(3) No animal currently on the endagered species 
list shall be kept as pets. 

(4) Infant and/or injured wildlife shall be brought 
to the Animal Control Shelter, or the Conserva¬ 
tion Officer or the Animal Control Shelter 
notified as to the location of said animal(s) 
so that proper disposition under the guidelines 
and regulations of the State and Federal 
government may be carried out humanely. 

(5) This section shall not be construed to apply to 
zoological parks, performing animal exhibitions, 
or circuses as provided for in this ordinance. 
The Animal Control Shelter or Conservation 
Officer shall have the power to release or order 
the release of any infant or rehabilitated 
wildlife held under temporary permit which is 
deemed capable of survival on its own. 

(6) Violators of this section of the ordinance will 
be required to surrender their animal(s) 
immediately to the Animal Control Shelter or 
Conservation Department for a period not to 
exceed ten days to enable said person to get 
into compliance with applicable laws. 


ARTICLE V 
PERMITS 

6-12 PET OWNER'S PERMIT 

(1) Required: Any person owning, keeping, harboring* 
or having custody of any dog or cat over the 

age of six months of age must obtain a permit 
as herein provided. This provision does not 
apply to the keeping of small cage animals, 
birds, fish, reptiles and/or amphibians kept 
solely as pets. *Persons who own a larger number 
of animals than allowed in a residence or 
business by zoning restrictions shall obtain a 
kennel license or cattery license rather than a 
pet permit. 

(2) Exception: No pet permit or other permit will 
be required of any Humane Society, municipal 
animal control facility or governmental agency; 
Animals belonging to those agencies will be 
issued complimentary tags. 

(3) Application: Application for a permit shall 
be made to the City Controller's office, and 
shall include name and address of the applicant", 
description of the animal(s), appropriate fee, 
information whether the animal(s) is altered or 
not, and proof of current rabies vaccination. 
Proof of sterilization from a veterinarian 
will also be required and must be shown at time 
of application. 
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a. Application for a pet permit must be made 
within thirty days after aquiring a dog 
or cat over the age of six months, or 
within thirty days of the date in which a 
puppy or kitten attains the age of six 
months. 

b. This requirement will not apply to non¬ 
residents keeping an animal within the City 
for not more than thirty days. 

(4) Fees: A permit shall be issued after require¬ 
ments are met and applicable fees paid: 


a. Altered dog or cat.$2.00 

b. Unaltered dog or cat.$15.00 


Exceptions: Seeing eye, hearing dog, or Police 

dogs shall be granted permits free of charge. 

A statement from a veterinarian saying that 
neutering will be harmful'to an individual 
dog or cat's health will be accepted and permit 
will be granted for altered fee. Replacement 
tags may be issued for a fee of $5.00. 

(5) Upon issuance of the permit the Controller's 
Office shall issue a durable tag, stamped 
with an identifying number and the year of 
issuance. Tags to be designed for easy attach¬ 
ment to collars and harnesses. 

(6) Dogs and cats must wear their tags at all times 
on their collars, except when involved in any 
organized show, obedience demonstration, 
training situation or under the care of a 
licensed veterinarian. 

(7) No person shall use any permit receipt or tag 
issued for one animal on another animal. 

(8) Controller's Office shall maintain records of 
the identifying permit number and make such 
records available in written form to the 
Animal Control Shelter on a regular basis. 

(9) Term: Permits to be issued for a term of one 
year, commencing with the first day of January 
of any given year and expiring at midnight 

on the last day of the licensing period. 
Applications may be made from January 1 through 
January 31 without penalty, after January 31, 
all applicants will be required to pay an 
additional $5.00 unless applicant can verify 
said animal has only been acquired or reached • 
the appropriate age within the last thirty days. 
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Section 


(10) Census: The City may at its option, utilizing 
public notice employ suitable persons to make 
a house-to-house survey and issue permits to 
residents who so desire. (An additional charge 
of $1.00 for each permit so issued during 
census.) 

6-13 BREEDER *S PERMIT 

(1) Each person subject to the provisions of this 
ordinance shall not allow the whelping of more 
than one litter per female dog or ca± in a 
twelve month period. 

(2) Application. Application for a permit shall be 
made to the City Controller's office, and shall 
include name and address of the applicant, 
description of the animal(s) including breed, 
sex and registration number, appropriate fee 
and proof of rabies vaccination. 

a. Application for a breeders permit must be 
made within thirty days after aquiring a 
dog or cat to be used for the purpose of 
breeding. 

b. This requirement will not apply to non- 

» residents keeping an animal within the city 
for not more than thirty days. 

(3) Any person who advertises the availability of 
any animal(s) for sale or offered for sale must 
also advertise the valid permit number. 

(4) All animals, offered for sale must be immunized * 
against common diseases, in the case of dogs, 
distemper, and parvovirus; in the case of cats, 
feline distemper. 

(5) No puppy or kitten under the age of eight weeks 
may be sold, offered for sale or given away 
(exception being litters taken to the Animal 
Control Shelter). 

(6) The Fort Wayne Animal Control Shelter agrees 

to furnish the permit holder with such informa¬ 
tion needed to provide a program of sound health 
care and in addition provide information as to 
the rules and regulations of this City, 
regarding animals. 

(7) Each breeder's permit is issued for a period of ' 
one year and will expire at midnight on the last 
day of the licensing period. Period to begin 
with January 1 of any year and expiring at mid-’ 
night one year later. 

(8) Permit holder will furnish warranty of health for 
a period of not less than one week with recom¬ 
mendation to have examined by licensed 
veterinarian for each animal sold. 
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(9) Any person who violates this section of the 

ordinance and allows the birth of more than one 
litter in a twelve month period shall be fined 
no less than $100.00 nor more than $250.00. 

(10) Persons who have accidental litters and volun¬ 
tarily bring that litter to the Animal Control 
Shelter will not be fined the first time, if: 

a. Purebred: If person is determined to breed, 
he/she must obtain a breeder 1 s permit 
immediately and abide by all regulations, or 

b. Owner or agent must make immediate provi¬ 
sions to have animal neutered. 

c. Only one accidental litter will be allowed 
to any person. 

(11) Fee: A breeder's permit may be issued upon 
application to the Controller's office and 
after a fee of $25.00 is paid. 

6-14 RANDOM BRED ANIMALS 

(1) It shall be unlawful for any person to cause, or 
allow the birth of any mixed breed litter of 
dogs or cats at any time who does not have a 
valid breeder's permit, whether said litter is 
offered for sale or not. 

a. Accidental litters shall be treated as in 
6-13;10; 

(1) Owner or agent must make immediate 
provisions to have animal neutered. 

(2) Fees for owners of mixed breed animals’ 
who wish to obtain a breeder's permit 
will be the same as in 6-13;11. 

6-15 PET SHOPS 

(1) Each permit holder shall: Keep accurate records 
of each dog or cat sold for a period (minimum 
period) of twelve months after the date of sale 
or transfer of animal and shall include the 
source of the animal, date of sale or transfer, 
description, approximate age and sex of animal 
sold, and the anme and address of the purchaser. 
(Records of sales on other small mammals, birds 
and fish will not be required.) 

(2) If record of prophylactic medication and immuni¬ 
zation is used in advertisement, or is furnished 
by the permit holder, specific information 
regarding types, amounts, and dates of prophylac¬ 
tic medication and immunization shall be kept by 
the permit holder and shall become part of the 
retail sales record. 
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(3) Written warranty for purchase required. The 
permit holder shall furnish the purchaser a 
written statement at the time of sale. The 
statement shall show: 

a. Date of sale. 

b. Name, address and telephone number of 
purchaser and permit holder. 

c. Permit number of permit holder. 

d. Breed, description approximate age and 
sex of dog, cat or other animal sold. 
(Small mammals, birds and fish not 
included.) 

e. Phrophylactic medication and immuni¬ 
zation and dates administered. 

f. Internal parasite medication(s) and 
date(s) administered. 

g. Health guaranteed for a period of not 
less than one week with recommendation 
to have examined by a licensed 
veterinarian for each animal sold. 

(4) Take reasonable care to release for sale, trade 
or adoption only those animals which are free 
of diseases, injuries or abnormalities. 

(5) The Animal Control Officer or Health Department 
may restrict the sale of any animal suspected 
of being diseased or otherwise unfit for sale. 

An examination by a licensed veterinarianmay 

be requested at the expense of the enforcing 
agency. 

a. The permit holder shall reimburse the 
enforcing agency's veterinary fees if 
the inspection by the veterinarian 
concludes the animal to be unfit for 
sale at the time of inspection. 

b. The inspection is to be made by the 
veterinarian within twenty-four hours 
of the enforcing agency's determination 
that the said animal is not fit for 
sale. 

(6) Inspections: Inspections of the premises of a 
permit holder to determine compliance with this 
ordinance may be made by an Animal Control 
Officer or Health Officer or their authorized 
agents at any time. Violation of this 
ordinance is grounds for revocation of permit. 

(7) Standards: All pet shops defined herein and 
stores selling animals, birds, reptiles and 

fish as pets shallcomply with following standards 
Failure to meet these standards shall begrounds 
for denial of a permit or revocation of an 
existing permit. 

a. All animals, birds or fish shall be 
displayed in a healthy condition, or 
if ill, removed from display and shall 
be given appropriate treatment 
immediately. 

b. All animals shall be quartered, and the 
quarters shall be maintained in a 
clean condition and in good state of 
repair. 
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c. The room temperature of the shop shall 
be maintained at a level that is 
healthful for every species of animal 
kept in the shop. 

d. There shall be sufficient clean dry 
bedding to meet the needs of each 
individual animal. Litter and/or 
bedding material shall be changed as 
often as necessary and there shall be 
adequate ventilation to prevent a 
health or odor nuisance. 

e. Feces shall be removed from pens and 
enclosures as often as necessary to 
prevent unsanitary conditions, and 
odor nuisance and stored in tightly 
covered containers until final disposal. 

f. All cages and enclosures are to be of 
a non-porous material for any cleaning 
and disinfecting and shall have 
secure latches in good repair. 

Each cage or enclosure shall be of 
sufficient size that the animal will 
have room to stand, turn and stretch 
out to its full length and heighth. 

g. The floor and walls of any room in 
which animals are kept shall be 
covered with impervious, smooth clean- 
able surfaces. The floors and walls 
shall be cleaned and disinfected 

as often as necessary to prevent an 
odor nuisance or health hazard. 

h. The premises shall be kept free from 
insect and rodent infestations. 

i. Water: 


(1) There shall be available 
hot water for washing cages 
and disinfecting them. 

(2) Fresh drinking water shall 
be available to all species 
at all times. 

(3) All water containers shall 
be mounted so that animal 
cannot readily turn thejn . over 
and be removable for cleaning. 

j. Feeding: 


(1) Food for all animals and 
birds must be served in a 
clean dish, so mounted that 
the animal cannot readily 
tip it over or defecate or 
urinate in same. 

(2) Food supplies to be stored in’ 
rodent proof containers. 


k. All animals must be fed and watered 
daily or according to the accepted 
procedure for that species and cages 
cleaned every day including Saturdays, 
Sundays and Holidays. 
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l. Fish: Water temperatures shall be 
maintained at a temperature that is 
healthful. All tanks shall be 
maintained in a sanitary and 
healthful manner. Ill or injured fish 
will be promptly removed from tanks 
and given appropriate attention. 

m. Shade from the direct rays of the sun 
shall be provided for all animals. 

n. Each bird must have sufficient room 
to sit on a perch. Perches shall be 
placed horizontal to one another in the 
same cages. Cages must be cleaned 
every day and cages must be disin¬ 
fected when birds are sold. 

Parrots and other large birds 
shall have separate cages from 
smaller birds. 

o. No pet shop shall engage in the 
keeping, purchase, sale or trade of 
any species of animal that is on 
the "endangered" list or prohibited 

by State or Federal law, or considered 
a health hazard by the U.S.D.A. OR 
FOOD AND DRUG ADMINISTRATION. 

p. Pet shops engaging in the keeping 
or sale of certain wild or exotic 
animals that are allowed under the 
State and Federal laws, but require 
permits from those agencies, will 
obtain the necessary permits prior 
from those agencies, will obtain 

the necessary permits prior to having 
said animal in their custody. 

q. It shall be unlawful for any pet 
shop to offer animals as novelties 
or door prizes. See 6-9: 1,2,3 

(8) Term: Term of permit will be one 
calendar year, beginning with January 1 
and ending at midnight one year later. 

(9) Fee: Permit will be issued after inspec¬ 
tion approved by Animal Control Shelter 
and Board of Health, and verification 

of same submitted to Controller's office. 
Payment of $100.00 must be made at time 
of application, non-refundable if 
permit denied. 

(10) Violation of this ordinance will result 
in revocation of permit. Failure to 
have valid permit will void operation 
of establishment. (Permit holders will 
be allowed sufficient time to become 
in compliance with this ordinance 
before revocation of permit). 


Section 6-16 GROOMING SHOP PERMIT 

(1) Each permit holder must be in compliance with all 
provisions of this ordinance and any specific 
regulations relating to grooming care, and 
in addition, must also be in compliance with 
"applicable zoning laws. 
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(2) Permit holder has the right to request that any 
dog or cat accepted for grooming be vaccinated 
against distemper,. - parvovirus, and rabies, and 
require proof of such vaccinations be furnished 
to the shop operator. 

.(3) Term: Term of permit will be one calendar year, 
beginning with January 1 and ending at midnight 
one year later. 

(4) Fee: Permit will be issued after inspection approved 
by Animal Control Shelter and Board of Health, 
and verification of same submitted to Controller's 
office. Payment of $50.00 must be made at time 
of application, non-refundable if permit denied. 


Section 6-17 KENNEL OR CATTERY PERMIT 

(1) Requirments: Persons owning or harboring more 
than three dogs of licensable age must apply 
for a kennel permit. Persons owning more than 
three cats of licensable age must apply for a 
cattery permit. 

(2) Each permit holder will in addition to other 
requirements of this ordinance comply with the 
minimum standards of this section, and will 

in addition, comply with applicable zoning laws. 

(3) Standards: 

a. Enclosures must be provided which shall 
allow adequate protection against weather 
extremes. Floors of buildings and walls 
shall be of an impervious material to 
permit proper cleaning and disinfecting. 

b. Building temperature shall be maintained 
at a comfortable level for the type 

of animals kept. Adequate ventilation 
shall be maintainedto promote health and 
odor control. 

c. Each animal shall have sufficient space 
to stand up, lie down and turn around 
and stretch to its full length without 
touching the sides of the cage or 
enclosure. 

d. Cages are to be of materials and 
construction that permits cleaning and 
sanitizing. (stainless steel and 
fiber glass preferred). 

e. Concrete floors of the cages or 
enclosures unless radiantly heated shall 
have a resting board or bedding of some 
kind to allow the animal a resting place 
off the concrete. 

f. Animals shall be provided a run or 
exercise area protected from the extremes 
of weather. 

g. All animals must be quartered and all 
animal quarters and runs are to be kept 
clean, dry and in a sanitary condition. 
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h. All food shall be free from contamination, 
wholesome, palatable and of sufficient 
quantity and nutritive value to meet 

the normal daily requirements for the 
size and condition of the animal. 

i. All animals shall have potable water 
at all times. Water vessels shall be 
secured in a manner that prevents 
tipping, or urinating or defecating in 
them and shall be removable for cleaning. 

(4) Permit holder has right to request that any 

dog or cat accepted be vaccinated against distemper 
and parvovirus and proof of such vaccination be 
furnished to the kennel/cattery operator. 

Any dog or cat accepted must be in compliance 
with the rabies vaccination requirements of this 
ordinance. 

(5) Any animal that becomes ill shall be promptly 
examined by a veterinarian of the owners choice, 
if known, or by the veterinarian employed by 
the permit holder, and a record kept of the 
examination and treatment. 

(6) In the event that an animal dies while being 
boarded or while in training, the body shall be 
handled in one of the following ways: 

a. The body preserved by a refrigerator or 
freezer, until examined or returned to 
the owner. The body is to be held for 
at least one week after the time the 
owners are scheduled to return, after 
which the body may be disposed of in 
compliance with this ordinance. 

b. Bodies submitted to a licensed veterina¬ 
rian and an autopsy performed at the 
kennel operators expense unless prior 
agreement for payment of such services 
are made by the owner. A copy of the 
autopsy report is to be given to the 
owner. 

(7) Animals shall not be group housed at any time 
unless owned by the same person and are computable. 

(8) If the owners of animals do not appear or contact 
the kennel or cattery operator within seven days 
of their stated return, the operator has the right 
to dispose of the animal, said animals shall be 
transported to the Animal Control Shelter for 
disposition. 

(9) Terms: Terms of permit will be one calendar 
year, beginning with January 1 and ending at mid- 
nightone year later. 

(10) Fee: Permit will be issued after inspection 

approved by the Animal Control Shelter and Board 
of Health and verification of same submitted to 
the Controller's Office. Payment of $50.00 for 
not more than 15 dogs/cats, more than 15 but less 
than 25 dogs/cats is $75.00, more than 25 dogs/ 
cats is $100.00, must be made at time of 
-application, non-refundable if permit denied. 
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Section 6-18 MISCELLANEOUS ANIMAL CONTESTS, RODEOS, AUCTIONS 

(1) Auctions - Animal auctions will not be held 
within the City limits of Fort Wayne. 

(2) Rodeos - Rodeos will not be held within the City 
limits. 

(3) Donkey Basketball Games - Donkey basketball games 
will not be held within the City limits. 

(4) Greased Pig Contests - Greased pig contest will 
not be held within the City limits. 


Section 6-19 CIRCUSES, PERFORMING ANIMAL ACTS OR EXHIBITIONS 

(1) Circuses or Performing Animal Acts must obtain 
a permit before setting up within this City; 
and must adhere to all regulations of this 
ordinance. 

(2) Circuses and Performing Animal Acts shall produce 
upon demand any and all necessarypapers which 
would allow them to travel from state to state 
and city to city, and any permits which would 

be required to own or harbor or maintain their 
chosen species of animals. Verification from 
the Animal Control Shelter or Conservation 
Officer must be submitted to Controller's Office 
before permit can be issued. 

(3) All circuses and performing animal acts or 
exhibitions must be in compliance with all 
sections of this ordinance pertaining to animal 
care and confinement. 

(4) No circus, performing animal act or exhibition 
will be allowed in which animals are induced 
or encouraged to perform through the use of 
chemical, mechanical, electrical, or manual 
devices in a manner which will cause, or is 
likely to cause, physical injury or suffering. 

(5) All equipment used on performing animals shall 
fit properly and be in good working condition. 

(6) Violators of this section will be required to 
make immediate corrections, if corrections are 

not made, all animals shall be surrendered to the ■ 
animal control facility. 

a. Impounded animals will be housed at 
the Animal Control Shelter or other 
designated facility until such time 
violations is in compliance with this 
ordinance, or until such time the court 
makes disposition. 

b. Boarding and caring for impounded animals 
shall be at owner's expense. 
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(7) Term: 

a. Permit shall be valid only so long 
as owner or circus/performing animal 
act is in City for display, activity, 
etc. and must have a beginning and 
ending date not to exceed ten days. 

b. Any disply, act, or activity which 
lasts more than ten days must reapply 
for second permit and must pay 
applicable fee. 

c. Permits rendered void are not re-usable 
for separate engagements. 

(8) Fee: Permit will be issued upon payment of 
$100.00 at time of application. Non-refund- 
able if permit revoked or denied. 

(9) Exceptions: Licensed and regulated dog/cat 
shows, obedience or field trials will be 
exempt from this section provided that all 
animals are care for humanely. 

Section 6-20 ZOOLOGICAL PARKS/VETERINARY HOSPITALS 

(1) Zoological Parks operated by governmental 
agencies, environmental study areas and 
nature preserves maintained and operated by 
governmental agencies shall be issued 
complementary permits at no fee. 

(2) Their functions and standards are set by 
the agency that they operate under. They 
are expected to maintain high standards 

of animal care and control. They do not 
fall under the jurisdiction of the Animal 
Control Shelter, unless there is evidence 
of cruelty or neglect in their care and 
maintenance of their animals, or their 
animals are allowed to become a public 
nuisance. 

(3) Veterinary hospitals shall be exempt from 
the permit requirements of this ordinance. 

Section 6-21 RIDING SCHOOL OR STABLE PERMIT 

(1) All stables will be in compliance with 
this ordinance in regards to animal care 
and maintenance and control. 

(2) Their stock shall not be allowed to become 1 2 3 4 
a public nuisance. 

(3) They will comply with all local and State 
Health regulations as well as the 
regulations governing the humane careof 
animals. 

(4) They shall not allow the animal's quarters 
of their grounds to pose a sanitation or 
odor problem. Manure will be stored in a 
tightly covered receptical and picked up as 
often as necessary to stay in compliance. 

(At least once each twenty-four hour period.) 
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Section 


Section 


(5) Accurate records of training fees and boarding 
fees collected will be kept for a minimum 
period of twelve months for each separate 
transaction. 

(6) Animals showing symptoms of illness or 
injury will be given the necessary 
medical attention immediately and not be 
ridden or trained until the animal has been 
returned to good health. 

(7) Term: Term of permit will be one calendar 
year, beginning with January 1 and ending 
at midnight one year later. 

(8) Fee: Permit will be issued after inspection 
approved by the Animal Control Shelter and 
Board of Health and verification of 

same submitted to Controller's Office. 

Payment of $50.00 must be made at time of 
application, non-refundable if permit denied. 

i—22 FURTHER PROVISIONS CONCERNING DOMESTIC 
FOWL AND POULTRY 

(1) It shall be unlawful to keep or maintain 
any coop in which chickens, ducks, turkeys 
or other domistic fowl and poultry are 
kept within a distance of less than fifty 
feet from any dwelling. 

(2) It shall be unlawful to overcrowd in any 
crate, box or other receptable such 
domestic fowl or poultry, or to fail to 
provide proper food, water, shelter, or 
sanitation for them. 

i-23 MONIES - All monies generated or collected as 
a result of any section of this ordinance 
shall be set aside in a special fund, 
separate from the budget set by the Common 
Council each year, to be used for the following: 

a. Humane Education: A portion of 
the monies collected shall be set aside 
by the Animal Control Commission to be 
used for Human Education purposes 
including, but not limited to: 

Staff and volunteer training 

Audio-visual materials and/or 
equipment 

Book, pamphlets and printed material 
needed to implement education , 

programs. 

b. Animal Care Equipment and Materials 
including but not limited to: 

Vehicles and vehicle replacement, 
repair 

Communications and safety equipment 

Cages, control bars, traps and any 
equipment or material necessary 
to the professional and humane 
care of animals and operation of 
the shelter 
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Section 6-24 PENALTIES: 


(1) Violators of any Section of this ordinance, 
unless otherwise specified within the 
ordinance,shall be fined not less than $25.00 
nor more than $1,000.00. 

(2) Each twenty-four hours that a violation 
is allowed to occur will be considered a 
separate offense and can be cited as such. 

(3) Violators may also be ordered to take part 

in Humane Education Programs, and work at the 
Animal Control Shelter at the discretion of 
the Executive Director. 


Section 6-25 CONFLICTING ORDINANCES: All other ordinances 


of the City of Fort Wayne that are in conflict 
with this ordinance are hereby repealed to 
the extent of such conflict. 


Section 6-26 SEVERABILITY: If any part of this ordinance 
shall be held invalid, such part shall be 


deemed severable and the invalidity thereof 
shall not affect the remaining parts of this 
ordinance.

WE feel that if a vetrinarian examines the 
animal in 24 or 48 hours after purchase and gives it a good bill of 
health, this should free the retailer of all liabilities.

To the members of the Fort Wayne City Council;. 

Dear Council members, 

. I hope this letter will reach you in time to pessibly have an 
influence on the vote you will be taking in regard to the proposed 
pet ordinance. This ordinance is something that hits home base moreso 
with some_than others as does every piece of legislation brought before 
the council. My wife and myself being the owners and operators of the 
smallest and one of the newest pet stores in town have borrowed money 
to own something that we hope someday may support us and our daughter. 

I have been layed off from seven jobs in the last two and a half years. 
This seemed like the only thing left to do that might give us some 
security, and now there is an ordinance proposed that might even do 
away with that. This bothers me personnaly and I would like to bring 
several items in the ordinance in particular that I feel should be 
ommited or ammended before a vote is taken. 


Section 6-3 paragraph (8) 

The council must also budget money to see that the shelter is 
staffed adequately to enforce these laws or there is no sense changing 
what is already on the books. The budget for the shelter and the staff 
has been cut, yet this ordinance will require more educated personnel 
than is now available to do the job. 

Section 6-4 paragraph (245D) 

This paragraph would make illegal the selling of canaries and fish 
that are fed color enhancing food that is in itself a natural substance 
and with several bird fanciers a large part of their hobby as breeders. 


Section 6-3 paragraph (20) 

Would make the operation of any existing pet store or future stores 
illegal as our primary business is the sale of animals even though we 
sell no dogs or cats which this ordinance seems to be aimed at. 


Section 6-12 paragraph (2) 

Since parrots and other psitticine species of birds cannot be sexed 
without surgical means and the age of most of these species cannot be 
approximated very closely after the first year, item d. would be almost 


impossible. 

Item g. calls for a guarantee of one week, when government quaran¬ 
tine stations give us; the retailer only 24 hours in most cases. This in 
itself would not be financially leasable to any store owner, and. I am 
afraid that if even with a recommendation that a veterinary examination 
be had, a lot of people would do without only leaving more of a chance 
of the pet store; not the pet owner relieving unjust fines. 


Section 6-l4 paragraph (1) 

This would restrict the educating of the public by outlawing

animal exibitions at schools, parks, and at public events. There 
are experts in several aspects of animal behavior and those who know 
much more than anyone on the humane shelter staff at this time about 
animals other than dogs and cats that would be unable to share their 
knowledge without being charged a fee of $100.00. Contrary to popular 
belief there are animals in Fort Wayne other than dogs and cats, and 
the owners of most of these animals take very good care of them. 

Section 6-19 paragraph (5) 

For some reason everyone including the authors of this ordinance think 
that any store owner makes enough money that they can take care of those 
who don't or won't pay for their own fines or fees which ever the case 
may be. This is not nesseearily so. W& must buy our animals from breeders 
whose overhead is much less than ours yet our fee is twice as much. 

This doesn't seem quite fair. 

Don't take this wrong, but, When every grocery and drug store sells 
products that when used according to directions do nothing but further 
the spread of parasites and worms in dogs and cats, and by their very 
presence on the shelves of these stores encourages pet owners to not 
take their animals to a vetrinarian for regular check ups, who deserves 
to pay a $100.00 fine or fee, the grocer, druggist, or us the pet store 
owners who can't make money by selling sick animals; only healthy ones. 


. Section 6-20 paragraph (1) 

This provision upsets me the most. When was the last time that a 
fine of any kind was levied against a person for an inhumane act against 
an animal? These laws are on the books now, yet when the shelter recieves 
a call about violations usually the only penalty given is a slap on the 
wrist by the officer or if it does go farther than that the courts let 
the guilty party go home so he can let his dog run the streets again. _ 

I may be wrong about this, but from my own experience with complaints 
I have filed I really doubt it. 

In closing I would really like to tell you that much of this _ 
ordinance is needled and the monies to enforce it should be made available 
to take care of it. My personal feelings on this are that the responsible 
pet owners and responsible merchants are going to be penalized to combat 
a problem that has existed for a long time and will continue to exist as 
•long as certain human beings feel that animals were put on this eartn 
aq a means to release our frustrations or to humor us for short periods 
o? tiSIf Being a Pet owner is a full time job, and if the shelter would 
spend more timl educating the public, and less time proposing ways which 
have no means then we might be heading m the right direction. The; 
staff has done a fantastic job with what has been made available to them 
and it is beyond me how they ever have achieved this on the buaget 
allowed 1 them^to operate on. I don't profess to have all the answers to 
the problems, but putting good legitimate.breeders, stores, ana stables 
out of business can't be the simple solution. 

Thank vou all for taking the time to read this and I hope I have 
stimulated forethought on a®subject that is very close to me. I hope 
what ever your decision may be it proves to be the right on .

CRUELTY-BY THE HUMANE SHELTER 

A Basenji was seen on a street - moaning in pain. A lady picked the dog up - 
called the H uma n Shelter : She was told she could bring it out but they could NOT 
be reponsible for broken bones & internal injuries - They would keep the dog for 
1 day & if the owner didn't claim it the dog would be put down. The lady said 
the dog was in pain & she would handle it. She took it to f>r. Allen who demanded 
to know who would pay the bills. The lady said she would, when the dog ready to 
be released from the vets hospital, the lady advertised the dog as lost. She took 
the dog home afterpaying Br. Allen $385.00. The dog ad appeared in the paper - the 
owner arrived and paid the vet bill and took his dog. He thanked the lady 
pusfusely for having saved his dog. It had been stolen or simply taken, found 
himself lost and was wounder around trying to find his way home. 

A German Shepard gaurd dog was being teased by some children with firecrackers 
The dog who was 11 years old scalded a 6 ft. chain link fence to get away. 

Was found and picked up by a Humane Shelter Officer who admited that the dog 
could not walk on his owne. This officer would not let either the owners 
or their veterinary get medication to the animal. It was Monday morning befor 
anything could be done. The dog died less than a week later as a result of 
spinal trama that had treatment been started when the animal was found this 
animal would still be alive today. 

This person moved to her persent address 2's yr. ago. 

She had 1 very old Saluki and 2 Cairn Terriers. The neighbors were impresed 
and asked how she manged to have such quite dogs. About 8 mo. later the 
neighbors children statred teasing the dogs - pulling on the fence - throwing 
stones and pieces of wood at the dogs - yelling at them to bark - than a few weeks 
later ( July 3 thur Oct. 31 ) these children lite firecrackers and threw them 
at the dogs. 

Chapter II The dogs now bark when ever these children or anyone else is moving around 
behind their yard.

To the Honorable Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Fort Wayne: 

Following the public hearing on the pending ordinance. 

Bill No. G-18-03-16, it was suggested that those speaking on the 
proposal summarize their positions to assist the Council in 
arriving at a prudent decision with respect to the Bill. 

It is the position of the Northeastern Indiana Kennel 
Club that it not be passed. 

The present Chapter 6 of the Code of Laws of the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, together with the statutes of the State of 
Indiana, are more than adequate to provide control of animals 
and fowl in Fort Wayne, Indiana, if the laws are enforced. The 
representative of the Fort Wayne Humane Shelter presented 
figures showing that the shelter handled 10,952 animals in 1980 
and expended a budget of $270,069.00. The budget for 1981 has 
increased to $331,982.00. The representative indicated that the 
program of euthanasia conducted by the shelter has not been 
successful. It appeared to be the concensus of the proponents 
of this Bill that what is needed in the City of Fort Wayne is an 
effective spay-neuter service. That is, a service that would 
encourage the reduction in the number of animals produced by the 
spaying and neutering of adult creatures. Quite simply, under 
the present Chapter 6 of the Code, spay-neuter services could be 
provided by the shelter, or under contract with the shelter to 
affect this purpose, and the funds would be provided from the 
funds saved that are now spent in picking up animals and in going 
through the costly process of storage, maintenance and ultimately

euthanasia. This result could be affected without any further 
economic burden on the taxpayers or the pet owners of the City. 

In addition, if the spay-neuter program succeeds, the responsi¬ 
bilities of the Shelter could be materially reduced with an 
anticipated reduction in budget in future years, rather than 
the marked increases that have taken place over the last ten CIO) 
years, during which the population of the city has decreased. 

The amended proposed Bill No. G-18-03-16 has a number of 
fatal flaws. These include the following: 

Page 11, Section 6-18, INSPECTION "(1) Routine inspections 
of the premises of a permit holder to determine compliance with this 
ordinance may be made by the Animal Control Officer, Board of Health 
Office or their authorized agents with a twenty-four (24) hour 
notice. (2) Inspections in response to a complaint may be made 
without notice." 

This section permits an Animal Control Officep, a Board of Health 
Officer or their authorized agents to go on, in and through the 
properties of any citizen of the city who has an animal, at any 
time, day or night, upon a 24-hour notice. If any individual makes 
a complaint, however spurious, this permits these same officers to 
enter and come on any animal owner's property any time they choose; 
it destroys the privacy of Fort Wayne citizens and their right to be 
protected from search without the most careful judicial safeguards. 
However well-intentioned the officers named might be, they should 
not and indeed cannot, in my opinion, under the law have the right 
to enter property without very careful preliminary determination 
that there is a probable violation of the law. 

Page 12, Article VII, Section 6-20 PENALTIES/VIOLATIONS, 
provides for a fine of not less than $25.00 nor more than $1000.00 
for a violation of any provision of the proposed ordinance, how¬ 
ever insignificant. 

On page 13, Section 6-20 (3) makes each 24 hour period that 
a violation occurs a separate offense. This is the proposal at the 
present time. The amount of this proposed penalty certainly is 
subject to being increased at any time. This is an indication of 
what severe and confiscatory charges can be levied against animal

owners. I am considerably more concerned, however, about sub- 
paragraph (2) of Section 6-20, page 12 of the proposed ordinance. 
This gives the executive director of the Animal Shelter the right 
to order people to take part in an educational program or to work 
out at the Animal Control Shelter. There is no limit on the 
length of time that the person can be ordered to work, what kind 
of labor may be performed. This is involuntary servitude in may 
opinion. Certainly no-one's time should be controlled by the 
executive director of the Animal Shelter or any other agency of 
government. This is just fundamentally opposed to our constitu¬ 
tional concept of the freedom of the individual. If one has 
committed a crime against the State and has been tried by a jury 
of his peers, convicted and sentenced, then the law has been 
served. To place one's liberty in jeopardy should not be deter¬ 
mined by the executive director of the Humane Shelter. 

On page 14, Section 6-24, the proposed ordinance provides: 

" Section 6-24 MONIES 

(1) Monies - All monies generated or collected as a 
result of any section of this ordinance shall be 
set aside in a special fund, separate from the 
budget set by the City Council each year, to be 
used for the following: 

a. Humane Education; A portion of the monies 
collected shall be set aside by the Animal 
Control Commission to be used for Humane 
Education purpose including, but not limited to: 

1. Staff and volunteer training 

2. Audio-visual materials and/or equipment 

3. Books, pamphlets and printed materials 
needed to implement education programs. 

b. Animal Care Equipment and Materials including 
but not limited to: 
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1. Vehicles and Vehicle replacement, 
repair 

2. Communication and safety equipment 

3. Cages, control bars, traps and any 
equipment or materials necessary to 
the professional and humane care of 
animals and operation of the Shelter. 


On page 5 of the proposed ordinance. Section 6-3(9), the 
Animal Control Commission is given the power to prepare and submit 
to the City Council through the City Controller an annual budget 
for its financing of its operations and performance of its duties. 

The ordinance proposes that the taxpayers of the City of Fort Wayne 
provide tax money to operate the shelter and that all monies 
collected as the result of the licensing fees proposed in this Bill 
should be set aside in a special fund additional to the budget to 
be used for purposes that the Humane Commission determines. I 
submit that it is the responsibility of you. Members of the Common 
Council, to control the expenditure of monies collected from the 
citizens of this city. 

Section 18-1-3-6, Burns Annotated Statutes , provides in part 
as follows: "No appropriation shall be made for the payment of money 
otherwise than by ordinance, specifying by items the amount thereof 
and the department for which the appropriation is made." There is 
a very good reason why the State of Indiana, in its wisdom, placed 
the control of monies in the Common Council. You are elected 
officials who must answer to the people who elected you. You 
represent a broad spectrum of the community, you have had wide life 
experience, but more importantly, you face the electors and are re¬ 
elected on the basis of whether you do your job well or whether you 
don't. To give a blank check to a non-elected body of people would 
be unconstitutional and certainly would be unwise. The Humane 
Commission is no different than any other body in the City of Fort 
Wayne. They must justify their proposed expenditures before the 
common council, they must show where and how they intend to spend 
their money, what the public purpose is and whether it is a service 
that indeed is needed by the citizens. To follow any other course 
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would violate the Constitution of the State of Indiana and would 
violate the rights of the citizens of Fort Wayne. 

In summary, the proposed Bill appears to be an effort to 
trim a hangnail with a broadaxe. The sense of the public hearing 
was that there are too many animals and that the way to reduce the 
number of animals is by spaying and neutering of mature animals 
to prevent breeding. The simplest, the most logical, and the most 
obvious way to achieve this is to use a pant of the funds already 
provided to the Humane Shelter in the budget of the City of Fort 
Wayne to provide free spay-neuter services to animal owners. By 
following this simple course, two things can be accomplished; 

(1) the animal population in the city can be materially reduced, 
and (2) that it would be hoped that there would be a steady decline 
in the demands placed on the Animal Shelter and savings can in the 
future be effected in that manner.

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G~_ 

A Ordinance dealing with animal 
control, care and disposition, 
creating an animal control commission 
and repealing all ordinances in 
conflict herewith. 

General Purpose 

It is the purpose of this ordinance to establish in the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana provisions for control of animals and for their 
proper care and disposition and to set up an animal control commission 
and executive director thereof to supervise the operation and control 
of animals. 

This ordinance repeals Section 6~1 to and including Section 6~53 
of the Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana of 1974, and the following 
is substituted therefore: 



ARTICLE I 
DEFINITIONS 


Section 6~1 


ALTERED ANIMAL : Any animal that has been operated on to prevent it 
from procreating. 

ANIMAL: Any living vertebrate or invertebrate, domestic or wild, except 
a human being. 

ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION : Animal Control Commission shall be the 
governing board. 

ANIMAL CONTROL SHELTER : The municipally owned facility established for 
the purpose of animal control, care and disposition, as set forth in 
this ordinance, operated by and under the direct supervision of the Fort 
Wayne Animal Control Coinnission and the Executive Director of the Shelter. 

ANIMAL EXHIBITION : Any event other than circuses in which animals perform 
or are exhibited. 

AUCTIONS: Any place or facility where animals are regularly bought 
or sold or traded, except for those facilities otherwise defined in 
this ordinance or State law. 

BREEDER: Any person who for compensation causes the breeding or selling 
of any dog or cat or makes any dog or cat available for breeding purposes. 

CATTERY : Any person, group of persons, partnership or corporation owning 
or harboring more than eight (8) cats. 

CIRCUS : A commercial variety show featuring animal acts for public 
entertainment. 
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EUTHANASIA : DEATH brought about by an injection of solutions specifically 
formulated to cause humane death. 

GROOMING SHOP : A commercial establishment where animals are bathed, 
clipped, plucked or otherwise groomed. 

HUMANE SOCIETY : Any not for profit orgainization for the prevention 
of cruelty to animals incorporated under the laws of the State of Indiana. 

KENNEL : Any person, group of persons, partnership or corporation engaged 
in the keeping of more than three (3) dogs, or the business of boarding, 
or training for a fee, or grooming. 

OWNER : A person having the right of property or custody of a dog or cat 
or who keeps or harbors a dog or cat or knowingly permits a dog or cat 
to remain on or about any premises occupied by that person. 

PERSON : A person, for purposed of this ordinance, shall be defined as 
an individual, firm, corporation, or commercial establishment. 

PET: Any animal owned or harbored by any person, group of persons, 
partnership or corporation. Except leader dogs for the blind or hearing 
dogs for the deaf, or Police or canine governmental dogs. 

PET SHOP : Any person, group of persons, partnership, or corporation 
whether operated separately or in connection with another business 
enterprise, except for a licensed cattery or kennel, that buys, sells, 
or offers for sale any species of animal. 

PUBLIC NUSIANCE : Any animal which; 

1. Interferes with passerbys or passing vehicles. 

2. Attacks other animals or person. 

3. Trespasses on school grounds. 

4. Is repeatedly at large or unrestrained. 

5. Damages private or public property, or 

6. Barks, whines or howls or makes other sounds common 
to its species in excess. 

RABIES VACCINATION : The injection, by a licensed veterinarian, of a dog, 
cat, or other animal with a rabies vaccine licensed by the U.S.D.A. and 
approved by the Indiana State Board of Animal Health. 

RESTRAINT : A dog or cat shall be considered under restraint if it is 
within the real property limits of the responsible party or secured by 
a leash or lead. 

RIDING SCHOOL OR STABLE : Any place which has available for hire, 
boarding or riding instruction, any horse, pony, donkey, mule or 
burro. 

RODEO: A performance featuring bronc riding, steer wrestling, calf 
roping, greased pig contest or bull riding. 

VETERINARY HOSPITAL : Any establishment maintained and operated by a 
licensed veterinarian for the purpose of hospitalization of animals or 
the diagnosis and treatment of diseases and injuries of animals. 

VICIOUS ANIMAL : Any animal or animals that constitute a physical threat 
to human beings or other animals. 

WILD ANIMAL : Any living vertebrate animal normally found in the wild 
state. 

ZOOLOGICAL PARK : Any facility, other than a pet shop, displaying or 
exhibiting one or more species of non-domestic animals, operated by 
a person, partnership, corporation or government agency. 
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ARTICLE II 

FORT WAYNE ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION 
Section 6-2 FORMATION 

(1) ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION: The Animal Control Shelter shall 
be operated by a voting five (5) member board, so named the 
Fort Wayne Animal Control Commission. The Commission members 
shall be appointed to serve a three (3) year term, terms to 
be staggered. No limit shall be set on numbers of terms a 
Commissioner can serve. 

a. Three (3) of the Commission members shall be 
appointed by the Mayor. At least one of the 
appointments shall be from a list of nominees 
provided by the Humane Society. The two (2) 
remaining members of the Commission shall be 
appointed by the City Council. 

b. This selection shall not be based on political 
affiliations, but on interest in animal care and 
control and knowledge of same. 

c. No member of the Animal Control Commission shall 
be appointed who derives income from the care, 
breeding, groaning, training, sale, use, or 
maintenance of animals,, or is employed by the City 
of Fort Wayne; provided however, the forgoing shall 
not apply to licensed veterinarians. 

(2) Organizational meeting; 

a. The first meeting of the Commission shall be 
convened by the Executive Director of the Shelter. 

It shall designate one of its members to act as 
Clerk of the Commission, which member in addition 
to any other duties he may have, shall be charged 
with the duty of keeping and maintaining the 
minutes and other records of the Animal Control 
Commission. 

b. The Commission shall also elect a Chairman, a 
Vice-Chairman and a Secretary from among its 
members. 

(3) Meetings: Rules and Regulations: The Commission shall 
meet at least once each month, or upon special call by the 
Chairman, or upon the written request to the Chairman by 
any three (3) members. It shall adopt rules and regulations 
as may be necessary or appropriate in its judgment to carry 
out the provisions of the ordinances and laws under which 

it exists and performs its functions. 

(4) Quorum: Three (3) members of the Animal Control Commission 
shall constitute a quorum to do business. 

(5) Vacancies: In the case of a vacancy in office due to death, 
resignation, incapacity, removal or otherwise, the appointment 
to fill the vacancy so occurring shall be made by the original 
appointing body for the unexpired term only and shall be 
subject to the provisions stated in Section 6~2 (1). 

Section 6~3 DUTIES AND POWERS OF ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION 

(1) To issue citations and otherwise enforce or to cause to be 
enforced all city ordinances and/or State laws regarding 
animal care and control. 
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(2) To maintain and operate the city's Animal Control Shelter 
or shelters which have been designated for the humane 
sheltering or protection and disposition of animals coming 
into its custody. 

(3) To purchase all necessary materials 

for the proper and efficient performance of the services and 
work required of the Shelter, consistant with the city's 
duly established purchasing procedures. 

(4) To cause to be picked up and transported to the Animal 
Control Shelter all unwanted animals, all animals illegally 
at large, and all sick, diseased, injured, lost, strayed, 
stolen, or abandoned animals. Those animals whose owners 
request may be promptly euthanized at the Shelter. In 
addition, any animal which appears to be ill and would 
pose a health hazard to other animals; or any animal which 
is injured so that it cannot rest comfortably for a 
minimum of three (3) working days may be destroyed 
immediately as so authorized by the Executive Director or 
his/her authorized agent. All other animals shall be kept 
at the Shelter or place designated by the Shelter for a 
period of not less than three (3) working days to afford 
owners the opportunity to claim the animal. After such 
period of time, unclaimed animals shall be placed in a 
suitable home, retained at the Shelter or euthanized. 

Animals released to the Shelter by their owners, or impounded 
animals not claimed within the legal time become the 
property of the Shelter and disposition may be made at the 
Shelter's discretion. 

(5) To cause to be picked up and disposed of all dead animals 
found in or on any street or sidewalk, alley or other 
public place in the City. 

(6) To cause to be investigated all reports and complaints 
concerning any inhumane treatment or practices pertaining 
to animals within the City. To cause to be impounded all 
animals found in conditions adverse to their health and 
safety at the Shelter or suitable place so designated by 
the Shelter. Impounded animals to be retained in the 
custody of the Shelter or Shelter's agent, until such time 
as the court shall decide the disposition of the animal or 
the Shelter can make the arrangements necessary for the 
animal's health and safety with its owner. 

^ Contraction: To enter into contracts with any municipalities 
or governmental units or any person, association or 
corporation for the collection, transportation, sheltering 
and disposal by the Shelter for sick, diseased, injured, 
illegally at large, lost, strayed or abandoned animals 
provided that no such services be extended by the Shelter 
outside the City, except under written contract with the 
unit, person, association or corporation concerned and at 
a charge based upon the actual cost of such services, 
including overhead; provided that no such contract shall be 
effective except upon the approval of the City Attorney or 
a duly designated Associate, as to form and legality, the 
approval of the Mayor, and the ratification by City Council.

To prepare and submit to the City Council through the 
City Controller, an annual budget, for its financing of its 
operations and performance of its duties.

ARTICLE III 

ANIMAL CARE REGULATIONS 
ANIMAL CARE REGULATIONS 

No person shall confine or allow their animal to remain 
outside during weather conditions which would constiutue a 
health hazard to the animal without providing appropriate 
shelter. 

No animal shall be hitched, tied or fastened by any rope, 
chain or cord that is directly attached to the animal's 
neck. Animals that must be tied, hitched or fastened to 
restrain them must wear a properly fitted collar or 
harness. The tying device shall be attached to the animal 't 
collar or harness. 

All animals shall have fresh, potable drinking water and 
be provided with food that is nutritional for that species. 

Cats and dogs over the age of six (6) months must be 
vaccinated by a licensed veterinarian against rabies, and 
must wear a tag at all times attached to a properly fitted 
collar or harness. 

All animals shall be provided with necessary medical care 
in addition to the required rabies vaccination. 

Persons responsible for an animal shall immediately remove 
the animal's excrement from public lands or the property 
of another. 

All animals, where kept inside, or in a pen, tied, 
fastened, hitched, leashed, or enclosed in a fence shall be 
kept in a sanitary manner. The persons responsible for the 
animal(s) shall regularly and as often as necessary to 
prevent odor or health and sanitation problems, maintain 
all animal areas or areas of animal contact. 

No wild or exotic animal shall be kept within the City 
without the necessary State and/or Federal permits. 

All animals shall be properly restrained as defined in 
this ordinance. 
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(10) No person owning, harboring or responsible for an animal 
shall beat, cruelly treat, neglect, torment, overload, 
overwork, or otherwise abuse any animal. 

(11) No person shall permit or conduct any dog fight, cockfight, 
or other combat between animals or between animals and humans 

(12) No person shall set any type of poisonous substance or 
bait within the city limits that is deemed harmful to any 
domestic animal; provided however, that controlled programs 
under the direction of the City Board of Health or a 
licensed extermination service may be excluded. 

(13) Any person who causes injury or death to an animal while 
operating a motor vehicle shall stop at once, assess the 
extent of injury, and immediately notify the owner or 
Animal Control Shelter of the location of the animal. 

(14) No animal shall be left unattended in a vehicle when the 
conditions in that vehicle would constitute a health 
hazard to the animal. 

(15) No animal may be induced or encouraged to perform through 
the use of chemical, mechanical, electrical, or manual 
devices in a manner which will cause, or is likely to 
cause physical injury or suffering. 

(16) Every female dog or cat in heat shall be confined in a 
secure building or enclosure so as to prevent conception 
except during instances of planned breeding. 

(17) No person shall abandon or cause to be abandoned any animal 
anywhere within the City limits in any public or private 
place, way or building. 

(18) No person shall own or harbor a public nuisance as defined 
in this ordinance. 

(19) No person shall own or harbor a vicious animal as defined 
in this ordinance. 

(20) No person shall sell, offer for sale, trade, barter, or 
give away any live animal, fish, bird, or reptile as a 
prize for, or as an inducement to enter a place of amusement; 
or offer such vertebrate as an incentive to enter any 
business establishment or enter into any business agreement 
whereby the offer was made for the purpose of attracting 
trade. 

(21) No person shall sell, offer for sale, trade, or barter any 
animal whose appearance has been chemically altered by dyes, 
staining or otherwise affixing a change in the cosmetic 
appearance of an animal. 

(22) No person shall sell, offer for sale, barter, or give away 
baby rabbits, chicks, goslings, ducklings or other fowl as 
pets or novelties. This section shall not be construed to 
prohibit the sale or display of baby rabbits, chicks, 
goslings, ducklings or other fowl in proper brooder 
facilities by hatcheries or stores engaged in the business 
of selling them to be raised for commercial purposes. 

(23) No person shall keep or maintain any coop in which chickens, 
ducks, turkeys or other domestic fowl and poultry are kept 
within a distance of less than fifty (50) feet from any 
dwelling.

At the descretion of 
the Shelter, the animal may be kept by the finder and a 
found report left with the Shelter, to enable the finder 
an opportunity to return the animal to its rightful 
owner. Upon demand by the Animal Control Shelter, any 
found animal will be surrendered to the Shelter and held fen 
three (3) working days, before a disposition is made. 

Persons finding an animal are obligated to comply with all 
rules and regulations of this ordinance pertaining to 
humane care and treatment of animals, while said animal is 
in their custody awaiting return to its actual owner. 

ARTICLE IV 

BITING ANIMALS 

BITING ANIMALS 

The person responsible for any animal which has bitten 
a person or another animal must report the incident to the 
Animal Control Shelter. Upon receiving the report of a 
bite, the Shelter will quarantine the animal for ten (10) 
days with the place of confinement to be in the discretion 
of the Animal Control Shelter. During the quarantine 
period, the animal is to be securely confined and kept 
from contact with any other animal or person. 

No person other than an Animal Control Officer or veterinarian 
shall kill or cause to be killed any animal suspected of 
being rabid except in cases of immediate self protection. 

If that occurs, the person will retain the body and immediately 
notify the Animal Control Shelter.

PERMITS 

PET OWNER'S PERMIT 

Any person owning, keeping, harboring or having custody 
of any dog or cat over the age of six (6) months must 
obtain a pet owner's permit; profided however, that no 
pet permit shall be required of any Humane Society, municipal 
animal control facility or governmental agency, seeing 
eye dog or hearing dog. Animals belonging to those 
agencies or persons will be issued complimentary tags. 

A durable tag stamped, with permit number and year of 
issuance will be profided to pet permit holders for each 
permit granted. Dogs and cats must wear their tags at 
all times on their collars, except when involved in any 
organized show, obedience demonstration, training situation 
or under the care of a licensed veterinarian. 

KENNEL/CATTERY PERMITS 

Any person owning or harboring more that three (3) dogs 
over the age _of six (6) months must apply for a kennel/ 
cattery permit. 

Any person owning or harboring more that eight (8) cats 
over the age of six (6) months must apply for a kennel/ 
cattery permit. 

Permit holder has right to request that any dog or cat 
accepted be vaccinated against common diseases and proof 
of such vaccination be furnished to the kennel/cattery 
operator. Any dog or cat accepted must be in compliance 
with the rabies vaccination requirements of this ordinance. 

All kennel/cattery operators shall take care to house 
animals in a sanitary manner. Appropriate care, medical 
services and housing shall be given according to 
individual breeds. 

In the event that an animal dies while being boarded or 
while in training, the body shall be preserved until 
owner's return or taken to a licensed veterinarian for an 
autopsy. 

BREEDER'S PERMIT 

Any person who for compensation causes the breeding or 
selling of any dog or cat or makes any dog or cat available 
for breeding purposes must obtain a breeder's permit. 

Each person subject to the provisions of this ordinance 
shall not allow the whelping of more than one (1) litter 
per female dog or cat in a twelve (12) month period. 

Any person who advertises the availability of any animal(s) 
must also advertise the valid permit number. 

All animals offered for sale must be immunized against 
common diseases. 


(5) No puppy or kitten under the age of eight (8) weeks may 
be sold, offered for sale or given away (exception being 
litters taken to the Animal Control Shelter).

VETERINARY HOSPITALS/CLINICS

All animals shall be housed humanely and in a sanitary 
manner.

PET SHOP PERMIT

Any person operating a pet shop as defined in this 
ordinance shall obtain a pet shop permit.

The permit holder shall furnish the purchaser a written 
statement at the time of sale containing the following: 


a. Date of sale. 

b. Name, address and telephone number of purchaser 
and permit holder. 

c. Permit number of permit holder. 

d. Breed, description, approximate age and sex of 
dog, cat or other animal sold. (Small mammals 
and fish not included.) 

e. Prophylactic medication and immunization and 
dates administered. 

f. Internal parasite medication(s) and date(s) 
administered. 

g. A guarantee of good health for a period of 
not less than one (1) week with recommendation 
to have the animal examined by a licensed 
veterinarian. 

The permit holder shall retain a copy of the written 
statement for a period of twelve (12) months from the 
date of sale. 

(3) The Animal Control Officer or Health Department may 

restrict the sale of any animal suspected of being diseased 
or otherwise unfit for sale. An examination by a licensed 
veterinarian may be requested at the expense of the 
enforcing agency. 

a. The permit holder shall reimburse the enforcing 
agency's veterinary fees if the inspection by 
the veterinarian concludes the animal to be 
unfit for sale at the time of inspection. 
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b. The inspection is to be made by the veterinarian 
within twenty-four (24) hours of the enforcing 
agency's determination that the said animal is 
not fit for sale. 

(4) All pet shops defined herein and stores selling animals, 
birds, reptiles and fish as pets shall take care to house 
animals in a sanitary manner, appropriate medical services, 
care and housing shall be given according to individual 
species needs. 

Section 6~13 RIDING SCHOOL/STABLE PERMIT 

(1) Any person operating a riding school or stable as defined 
in this ordinance shall obtain a riding school/stable 
permit. 

(2) Accurate records of training fees and boarding fees 
collected will be kept for a minimum period of twelve 
(12) months for each separate transaction. 

(3) Animals showing symptions of illness or injury will be 
given the necessary medical attention immediately and 
not be ridden or trained until the animal has been 
returned to good health. 

(4) All stables shall be kept in a sanitary manner. 

Appropriate care, medical services and housing shall be 
given. 

Section 6-14 CIRCUSES, PERFORMING ANIMALS ACTS OR EXHIBITIONS 

(1) Any person who is responsible for'Circuses, Performing 

Animal Acts, or Exibitions must obtain a permit; provided 
howeyer, that licensed and regulated dog/cat shows, 
obedience or field trials will be exempt from this section. 

Section 6-15 Z00L0CICAL PARKS 

(1) Zoological Parks shall be issued complementary permits 
at no fee. 

Section 6-16 ANIMAL CONTROL SHELTER/HUMANE SOCIETY 

(1) No permit shall be required of the animal control shelter or 
Humane Society; however, all other provisions of this 
ordinance shall apply. 

ARTICLE VI 

PERMIT APPLICATIONS/INSPECTIONS/FEES 

Section 6-17 APPLICATION/TERM 

(1) Application for permits may be to the City Controller's 

Office, and shall include name and address of applicant, typo 
of permit applied for, number and description of animal(s), 
proof of rabies vaccination, information regarding 
sterilization, and appropriate fee. 

a. Those permits that require prior inspection will 
not be issued until proof of such inspection is 
made available to Controller's Office by the 
inspecting agency. 
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(2) Permits to be issued for a term of one (1) year, 
commencing with the first day of February and expiring at 
midnight on the last day of the licensing period. 

Application for permit may be made from February 1 through 
April 30 without penalty, after April 30, all applicants 
will be required to pay an additional Five dollars ($5.00) 
for each permit required; provided however, circuses, 
performing animal acts, or exhibitions shall be exempt 
from the penalty. 

(3) Upon issuance, City Controller’s Office shall issue a 
permit in written form which includes number of permit, 
type of permit, and all pertinent information. In 
addition, the Controller's Office shall issue a durable 
tag stamped with permit number and year of issuance for 
each pertinent permit. 

(4) The Controller's Office shall maintain records of the 
identifying permit number and make such records available 
in written form to the Animal Control Shelter. 

(5) All fees shall be paid at time of application, and prior 
to the issuance of the permit. 

Section 6-18 INSPECTION 

(1) Routine inspections of the premises of a permit holder to 
determine compliance with this ordinance may be made by 
the Animal Control Officer, Board of Health Officer or 
their authorized agents with a twenty-four (24) hour 
notice. 

(2) Inspections in response to a complaint may be made without 
notice.

Control Commission within sixty (60) days of the date of 
the denial or revocation of the permit. 

(2) All requests for appeals must be in writing and addressed 
to the Animal Control Commission; whereupon the Commission 
shall set the appeal for hearing within forty-five (45) 
days of the receipt of the written request. 

ARTICLE VII 
PENALTIES/VIOLATIONS 
Section 6~20 PENALTIES/VIOLATIONS 

(1) Violators of any provision of this ordinance, unless 
otherwise specified within the ordinance, shall be fined 
not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) nor more than 
one thousand dollars ($1,000.00). 

(2) Violators may also be ordered to take part in Humane 
Education Programs, and/or work at the Animal Control 
Shelter as recommended to the courts by the Executive 
Director. 
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(3) Each twenty-four (24) hours that a violation occurs will 
be considered a separate offense and can be cited as such. 

(4) Violations of any provision of this ordinance may result 
in immediate impoundment of animal(s). 

(5) Violation of any provision of this ordinance may result 
in revocation of any permits. 

ARTICLE VIII 

R1P0UNDMENT/REDEMPTION 
Section 6-22 IMPOUNDMENT 

(1) Animals found in cruel, abusive, or neglectful situations 
as defined in this ordinance may be promptly impounded 

if no immediate contact with a responsible person can be 
made; provided however, that the Animal Control .'Officer 
shall leave written notice saying the location of the 
animal and the reason for impoundment, 

(2) Animals so removed will be impounded and held at the 
Animal Control Shelter or designated facility until such 
time violator is in compliance with this ordinance; 
provided however, that in no event shall this period exceed 
ten (10) days, at which time the animal shall become the 
property of the Animal Control Shelter, or for the Animal 
Control Officer to have ample time to prepare a court 

case if prosecution is warranted. 

(3) Animals waiting disposition by the courts shall remain in 
the custody of the Animal Control Shelter until such 
disposition is made or placed- in a foster home until 
legal arrangements have been completed. 

(4) Animals so removed may be transported to a licensed 
veterinarian for examination and/or treatment. If, in 
the opinion of said veterinarian the animal must be 
destroyed, euthanasia will be performed immediately. Costs 
of treatment, euthanasia, and/or care shall be the 
responsibility of the owner/agent. 

Section 6-23 REDEMPTION 

(1) A person may reclaim an animal in the custody of the Animal 
Control Shelter upon providing the follow: 

a. Proof of ownership 

b. Payment of redemption fee and any other service/ 
medical fees 

as approved by the Animal Control Commission. 

(2) Stray or at large animals will be held three (3) working 
days at the Animal Control Shelter, pursuant to Section 
6-3, 4 

(3) Unclaimed animals become the property of the Animal 
Control Shelter and may be placed for adoption or 
humanely euthanized, pursuant to Section 6-3, 4 

ARTICLE IX 


MONIES 
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Section 6-24 MONIES 

(1) Monies - All monies generated or collected as a result 

of any section of this ordinance shall be set aside in a 
special fund, separate from the budget set by the City 
Council each year, to be used for the following; 

a. Humane Education; A portion of the monies 
collected shall be set aside by the Animal Control 
Commission to be used for Humane Education purpose 
including, but not limited to: 

1. Staff and volunteer training 

2. Audio-visual materials and/or equipment 

3. Books, pamphlets and printed materials 
needed to implement education programs. 

b. Animal Care Equipment and Materials including but 
not limited to: 

1. Vehicles and Vehicle replacement, 
repair 

2. Communication and safety equipment 

3. Cages, control bars, traps and any 
equipment or materials necessary to 
the professional and humane care of 
animals and operation of the Shelter. 

Section 6-25 CONFLICTING ORDINANCES 

(1) All other ordinances of the City of Fort Wayne that are in 
conflict with this ordinance are hereby repealed to the 
extent of such conflict. 

Section 6~26 SEVERABILITY 

(1) If any part of this ordinance shall be held invalid, such 
part shall be deemed severable and the invalidity thereof 
shall not affect the remaining parts fo this ordinance.
